THE ADVANCE IN QUININE. 


The combination between the hold- 
ers of Cinchona barks and the quinine 
makers, which we foreshadowed some 
weeks ago, was consummated at the 
beginning of last week and resulted in 
the advance in the price of the princi-

these interests, relieves the market of 
the depressing influence which it has 
exerted, and in conjunction with a 
naturally strong position of the bark 
market inspires confidence in the fu- 
ture maiutenance of prices on all the 
alkaloids. The small receipts of bark 
from the Cuprea districts, of late, show 
that ‘‘ pocket,” as it was aptly termed 
by an intelligent contributor to these 
columns about a year ago, to have 
nearly reached exhaustion and the 
visibJe stock is now the feature which 
chiefly affects the course of prices. Con- 
trolled,as it is, by strong hands working 


The latter 
is the recognized standard, having been 
adopted some years ago by the Licata 
merchants. ‘It is said to contain not 
more than two per cent of impurities, 
chiefly earthy matters; but we are 
told by refiners that it contains gener- 


difficult to test, and a certificate of its 
quality usually accompanies eazh ship- 
ment, signed by authorized inspectors 
in Licata, and by reputable merchants 
in Catania and other ports, buyers do 
not often take the trouble to question 
the first statement. An opportunity is 
thus offered those who desire to adul- 
terate the standard quality with one of 
the lower grades, and we understand 
that this is not infrequently done, but 
whether by the shipper or the importer 
we cannot ascertain. As these mixed 
goods,are almost invariably sold at 50 
cents to $1 per ton below the price of 
unmixed best seconds, no great harm 


in combination with the principal 
makers of quinine, there is every reason 
to believe that the holders of bark will 
be able to unload at a profit—which 
means a considerable advance over 
recent prices—and that the price of 
quinine and cinchonidia will be pnt 
at a figure which cover the increased 
cost of manufacture and give a fair 
margin to the maker. We do not think 
this condition is contingent upon a 
material increase of consumption; it 
seems rather to be among the neces- 
sary effects of the causes which have 
already become operative. The present 
indications point to a gradual advance 
in the price of quinine and a uniform 
range of prices considerably above the 
average of the past twelve months. 
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THE BRIMSTONE MARKET. 


The recent decline of three shillings 
on freights from Sicily has led buyers to 
believe that brimstone will shortly be 
offered in this market at lower prices, 
and consequently they have withheld 
their orders, though it is generally be- 
lieved that they are not overburdened 
with stock. The present outlook cer- 
tainly appears to favor the consumer's 
view of the market. The new meltings 
are arriving freely at the Sicilian ports, 
and as good rates are offered here for 
grain there will be greater inducements 
for vessels to come here, the more so as 
those formerly employed in the Egyp- 
tian trade will now have to seek an- 
other market. The prospects, there- 
fore, point to liberal receipts here dur- 
ing the present month. But there is 
one element that must be considered, 
and that is the more independent 
position the producers now occupy by 
reason of their agreement with the 
Bank of Italy. For a fair rate of in- 
terest the Bank will carry the stock of 
the producers, and thus there is no in- 
ducement to slaughter the goods, as in 
years past, to provide money to carry 
on mnining operations. When the price 
falls below £6 cost and freight for un- 
mixed best seconds, it is safe to pre- 
sume the producers will stop selling 
and wait until such time as buyers are 
ready to pay their prices before making 
further offerings. At present the cost 
to land unmixed best seconds here is 
£61s6d London acceptances, which 
at the present rate of exchange, with 
charges added, brings the cost up to 
$380.50, so that importers are loth to 
accept the bids of buyers, which do not 
exceed this figure. 

In this connection we might add 
that offers have recently been made to 
sellin this market what purported to be 
unmixed best seconds at less than the 
general market rate. We are assured 
by those in a position to know, that 
this brimstone is not really what it is 
offered as, but isan adulterated or mixed 
grade. There are four grades of sec- 
onds brimstone, known respectively as 
seconds, good seconds, best seconds,

THE STANDARD'S LIBERALITY. 


Our contemporary, the Petroleum 
Age, in an article on strikes and their 
lessons, in its July issue, makes some 
statements concerning the Standard 
Oil Company which are so absurd that 
one cannot but wonder how they came 
to be penned by the editor of that able 
and impartial journal. After speaking 
of the public feeling so freely exhibited 
against this organization on account 
of its monopolistic tendencies, the Age 
goes on to say that, strange as it may 
seem, every one who has been em 
ployed by the Standard ‘‘and has 
maintained a strict integrity has in 
time become a capitalist himself.” 
Strange indeed, past all possibility of 
belief! A capitalist is one who em- 
ploys his means and skill in business 
for the sake of the increase, as distin- 
guished from one who labors for hire. 
The Standard has destroyed hundreds 
of capitalists, it has never created one. 
Hundreds of coopers who used to own 
their tools and buy timber to manu- 
facture barrels at a profit, are now 
mere workmen under the bosses of the 
Standard, to be discharged from the 
shops at any time without notice, as 
they were last week at Pittsburgh. 
Scores of men who used to own barges 
and buy staves as independent dealers, 
have been driven out of the trade, 
hired for a few months by the Stand- 
ard until their knowledge of the busi- 
ness has been appropriate? and then 
turned adrift. Scores of men who 
were good, competent foremen in refin- 
eries have been reduced to watchmen 
and common laborers by the consolida- 
tion of a hundred independent refin- 
eries into one. Standard concerns 
have threatened to discharge their men 
forrefusing to take their pay in goods 
out of their stores ; have given their men 
employment for six months in the year 
at ordinary wages when profits on re- 
fining were $3 per barrel and let them 
remain idle the remainder of the year, 
when they had arbitrarily destroyed

advantage the skill which enables 
them to earn more than the common 
laborer. 

The only men who have been en- 
riched by their connection with this 
grasping organization were those who 
had such a firm hold upon the oil busi- 
ness that the Standard was compelled 
to pay them heavily either in cash or 
participation in profits to procure 
their allegiance. The laboring man 
of average intelligence takes no 
‘‘ pride” in wearing the Standard col- 
lar, and a man who has once conducted 
an independent business with average 
ability does not enjoy playing the part 
of atail tothe Standard kite. If the 
editor of the Age will make a careful 
canvass of the employees of the com- 
pany he will probably find men of 
“strict integrity” among them who 
are not capitalists, either present or 
prospective, and he will also discover 
that, while ordinary laboring men re- 
ceive no higher wages from the Stand- 
ard than they would from other em- 
ployers, they are subject to immediate 
dismissal for indefinite periods more 
frequently than in almost any other 
branch of manufacture. There has 
never existed a business organization 
which has done so much to rob indi- 
vidual effort of its just reward, which 
has violated so flagrantly the princi- 
ples of commercial law and honor as 
this company which the public is 
asked by the Age to take as a pattern 
of business ability and liberal dealing. 
The widespread feeling against it is 
based upon a knowledge of its his- 
tory—by that let it be judged. 





UNPROFITABLE PRICES ON LEAD, 
Advices from the West during the 


last few months have indicat- 
‘ed as unprofitable a condition 
of the lead trade as. existed 


before the Association was  dis- 


solved. Just after its dissolution un- 
fettered competition led to a range of 


prices which rendered the business 
thoroughly unsatisfactory, but there 
was a subsequent improvement, and 
for six months or more the Western 
cerroders appeared to be able to sell 
their product without resorting to the 
extreme cuts which had previously 
been a feature of the businessand have 
since again been instituted. Of late, 
however, a temporary lull in trade, or 
some other cause, has led to serious 
cutting again and prices have been ut- 
terly demoralized. Our reports now 
are of lead in oil offering between 
St. Louis and Chicago, which ap- 
pears to be the scene of the live- 
liest conflict, at $585 per 100 
lbs. This is an absurdly low figure 
and indicates a condition of affairs 
which is detrimental to all interests. 
The only person to profit by it is the 
consumer, and he can afford to pay a 
reasonable advance to the manu- 
facturer. Not one pound of lead more 
is sold at the price named than would 
be sold at acent a pound more. It is 
not surprising that the Western cor- 
roders and many of their customers 
should, after their recent experiences, 
agitate the revival of a combination 
among the corroders. They have had 
ample opportunity to learn the dangers 
which beset them under a combination 

which attempts to arbitrarily fix prices 

on a basis of unreasonable profit, and 

equally under unfettered competition 

waged regardless of the very cost of 

manufacturing. A more conservative 

course would be as satisfactory to the 

dealers as it would to the corroders, 

Whether it can be adopted by any 

other means than a combination is 

doubtful. The Eastern corroders have, 

for some time been working harmoni- 

ously, though with a narrow margin 


of profit, without any organized com- 


bination. But the excess of production 
is so much greater at the West that 
there seems to be extreme difficulty in 
controlling competition in any degree 
We 
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doubt if the Eastern corroders would 
participate in any organization again, 
though they would probably work har- 
moniously with a Western association, 


at least to the extent of maintaining 


fair prices.

ANOTHER STANDARD HAUL. 


“The largest sale of property,” says 
the Clarendon Record, ‘‘ that was ever 
made in this section teok place the 
first of the week in the purchase of 
the Union Pipe Line by the United. 
The sale embraces about 85 miles of 
pipeage, 180,000 barrels of tankage and 
150,000 barrels of oil in stock. The 
United took possession of their pur- 
chase on Tuesday last, but will con- 
tinue the business for the present 
month under the same management as 
heretofore.” 

This is the culmination of the rumors 
given out some time since that the 
Union Line and the Tidewater were 
talking of pooling their business in the 
Warren field, The result shows that 
Messrs. Taylor & Co. have found a bet- 
ter customer than the Tidewater and 
naturally leads one to infer that the 
Tidewater project of building a line 
from Rixford to Cherry Grove has been 
abandoned. The Union was composed 
of local lines leading from the Warren 
field to the P. & E. Ry. and there being 
no local refineries along the line of 
that road sufficient to take the product 
from the territory of Messrs. Taylor 
and others, the only outlet left was to 
ship the crude east over the P. & E. 
road for export. This could not profit- 
ably be done in competition with the 
Standard’s Seaboard Line. Messrs. 
Taylor & Co. finding themselves in the 
somewhat uncomfortable position of 
large producers without any market 
for their product very naturally took 
advantage of the Standard’s liberal 
offer to take their property in lines 
and tanks at about a million. If 
the Tidewater intends to extend its 
business into Warren, Forest and But- 
ler Counties it has certainly failed to 
to make good use of its opportunities.

GASOLINE AS A FUEL. 


The rapidly increasing use of light 
gravity gasoline for cooking stovesand 
for gas machines is making the lighter 
products of petroleum more valuable 
than the illuminating oils. The pro- 
posed attempt to prevent the use of gas- 
oline stoves in Michigan under the stat- 
ute which makesit unlawful to burn oil 
that will not stand a flash test of 122 
degreees Fahr., very naturally raises 
the question as to how far it is neces- 
gary or proper for the State to decide 
what the individual shall use for light- 
ing his house or for cooking his food. 
Not only the manufacturer of a gaso- 
line stove, but every purchaser of aver- 
age intelligence knows that gasoline is 
dangerous under certain conditions, 
and may be expected to take such pre- 
cautions in the manufacture and use of 


such stoves as will give ample 
protection to life and _ prop- 
erty. It would, therefore, be 


evidently unjust to deprive the 
public of the use of this cleanly 
and economical fuel because of the 
gross carelessness or ignorance of an 
indiyidual here and there. The use of 
gas for illuminating purposes is dan- 
gerous to life and property when the 
-rustic guest blows it out instead of 
turning it off. Before James Watt 
taught our ancestors the practical 
value of steam they used to bore a hole 
in the top of their closed vessels to let 
this pushing young giant escape and 
prevent the danger with which he 
threatened them. The Michiganders 
will certainly have wit enough to bore 
ahole in the lid instead of thtowing 
away the kettle. The true ground for 
inspection laws is not the need of fur- 
nishing the people information as to 
what is safe or wholesome, but is 
rather the need for some disinterested 
party to certify that an article is really 








that which it purports to be in qual 
and quantity. An attempt to interfer® 
by law with the use of gasoline, in the 
interest of public safety, would not 
only be an injury to the petroleum in- 
dustry, but would be an assumption 
that the average legislator is, like the 
patriarch of old, the fountain head 
from which all wisdom and power are 
to flow. An intelligent public can cer- 
tainly be trusted to decide how te 
make use of the materials and forcel 
around them without legislative su- 
pervision, and the nature and proper- 
ties of petroleum and its products may 
be so easily ascertained that there ig 
no need to make them exceptions #6 
the general rule.

THE GEOLOGICAL RELATIONS OF 

THE CHERRY GROVE OIL-SAND. 

The question whether the oil sand of 
Cherry Grove is the geological equiv- 
alent of the Clarendon sand or a deeper 
stratum might be easily determined if 
the operators would keep a careful 
record of the entire well from top to 
bottom, but, in most cases, the owners 
of the territory and the well driller 
pay no particular attention to the 
character of the cuttings until they 
approach the point at which they are 
looking for the oil-bearing rock. 

From the best information we can 
gather, the oil sand in No. 646 is 1,470 
feet below the top of the sub-Olean 
conglomerate, while the Clarendon oil 
sand is 1,345 feet below the top of the 
sub-Olean, which gives an increase in 
the interval of 125 feet ; whether this is 
a thickening of the intervening strata 
to the south or whether the Cherry 
Grove sand is a deeper stratum than 
the Clarendon can only be determined 
by a careful comparison of well-records. 
The top of the sub-Olean conglomerate 
at Clarendon is 1,785 feet above tide 
while at Cherry Grove it is 1,665 feet 
above tide indicating a dip of 120 feet 
towards Cherry Grove, this added to 
the 125 feet increase of interval makes 
245 feet, the difference between the 
height of the Clarendon sand above 
tide, 440 feet, and the Cherry Grove 
sand, 195 feet. 

There are some facts to indicate that 
the 125 feet increase of interval is due 
to a thickening of the intervening 
strata.- The interval between the 
Olean proper and the sub-Olean is 
from 40 to 50 feet along the Allegheny, 
while at Cherry Grove this interval has 
increased to 140 feet; the thickness of 
the sub-Olean also expands from 40 
feet on the Allegheny to 110 feet at 
Cherry Grove. A similar thickening 
of the lower measures would account 
for the 125 feet increase of interval be- 
tween the Clarendon and the Cherry 
Grove sands. 

The remarkable streak of luck which 
has followed the wild-cat experiment 
at Cherry Grove has seemed to render 
scientific knowledge and accurate col- 
lection of facts superfluous for the 


-present, yet, if the search for new 


fields is to be prosecuted, as it un- 
doubtedly wilk be when nature has 
ceased to pour forth her treasure with 
such prodigality, the facts and geologi- 
cal inferences drawn from a careful 
study of this field will be of value. No 
other branch of mining industry can 
be carried on so cheaply as the oil in- 
dustry, since in no other case is the 
valuable material brought to the sur- 
face by its attendant forces, but, for 


the same reason, the oil deposits can 
be more rapidly exhausted.

They use on an average 2000 pounds of 
roots per day for each mill, and turn out one to 
one and a half gallons of oil, weighing ten 
pounds to the gallon. So that forty distilleries 
consume daily 80,000 pounds of sassafras root, 
make about fifty gallons of oil, worth about 
$4.50 a gallon, and thos earn $225 per day.

Business principles?” Does any retail drug. 
gist of sense for one moment believe thi 
firm and the few others who circulate petitions 
against the rebate plan to be really anxious to 
serve them ataloss? If not, what is the alter. 
native? An average profit above 61 per cent, 
must be made to cover expenses; an average of 
10 per cent. must be made to make any whole 
sale drug business remunerative; and, I wi 
assert, an average profit of 10 per cent. has been 
made. Does the retailer profit, then, by a system 
of cutting on a line of goods representing fully 
one-third the entire sales of the jobber? Com. 
ment seems unnecessary. The wise retailer can 
make his own deductions. Let him remember 
that this averaging of profits is not done only by 
selling the drug part of his purchases at higher 
prices. Itis quite as often made by selling in- 
ferior and adulterated articles at prices of good 
and pure. This system I regard as at the bottom 
of much of the trouble experienced by conscien- 
tious druggists in obtaining pure drugs. Then, 
again, we hear of houses who don’t claim to 
make any money on patent medicines but get 
rich on their sale of liquors. 

The retailer I think can serve his true interests 
inno more effectual way than by uniting with 
95 per cent. of the jobbers upon some plan plac- 
ing the patent medicine part of the business of 
the jobber upon a self-sustaining basis, end then 
insisting upon pure drugsand chemicals at rea- 
sonable prices and it behooves the conscien- 
tious man to carefully consider this view of the 
matter before signing any more anti-rebate 
petitions.

LEGAL NOTES. 





Judge Gresham, at Indianapolis has given a 
ruling, in the case of Firmin, Stout, et al., vs. 
the Commercial Union of London and several 
other insurance companies, which is of consid- 
erable importance. The suit was to recover 
$45,000 on a wholesale grocery which fell some 
months ago, owing to a fire which burned away 
the supporting joists on the third floor. The ori- 
gin of the fire was attributed to mice and matches. 
The defence set up that the insured carried salt- 
petre in stock without written consent of the 
companies thereby voiding the policy. The 
plaintiff answered that saltpetre was a regular 
article in a grocer’s stock; that the amount was 
only sufficient to meet the demand of trade, and 
that the defendants knew what the assured was 
carrying at the time the risk was taken. Judge

A new enterprise called the Philadelphia Lubri- 
cating Company has been organized in that city. 
The business of the company is to manufacture 
cylinder stock oil for the jobbing trade. It is 
expected that about 1,600 barrels will be turned 
out every day. 

The Union Oil Company hans secured 2,000 acres 
of leases in Forward and Adams Townships, 
Butler County, five miles in advance of the Shie- 
demantle Spouter. A test well has been located 
and is now about 1,000 feet deep. 

The well on the Cooper tract in Forest county 
is shut down, plugged and guarded, and the 
owners, Messrs. Wetmore and Murphy, have 
been buying up lands adjoining it. It is located 
on the southwest corner of Tract 2,997. 


The Bath Petroleum Company is reported to 


have found oil in its well in Steuben County,N.Y., 
ata lepth of 1,500 feet, after entering the sand 
abont four feet. The work was stopped, to be 
resumed. The town is very much excited. 


The new wells on the select territory at Cherry 


Grove are all starting off big, when first opened, 
and the older ones are responding fairly to the 
shots given them, so the contents of that region 
will soon be exchanged for United certificates. 


As showing a rapid decline in the wells in the 


Cherry Grove district, the figures taken from 
the owners’ books show that a well on lot 635, 
which did 2,050 barrels the first day did but 274 
barrels on the sixth day.

Semi-Annual Review of the Oil Market. 


LARD OIL. 


The year opened with an advancing market 
for lard oil owing to the increasing cost of raw 
material. The opening price for oil was 90@91c 
for prime city, but these figures were considered 
too high by buyers and very little business was 
done Exporters could not afford to pay so 
much and kept out of the market, while home 
consumers bought sparingly and only in accord- 
ance with urgent requirements. The continued 
upward movement in prices for the raw material 
kept the market very firm during the month of 
January but there was no further advance. 
There was some increase in the demand from 
home consumers during the latter part of the 
month, but still business was far from satisfac- 
tory. There was no inquiry from exporters who 
expressed a determination not to come into the 
market again until prices were much lower. At 
the beginning of February the market was some- 
what unsettled. Some pressers quoted 91c and 
refused to shade this price but there were others 
who were willing to accept 89c and made sales 
at that figure. The demand was fair but entire- 
ly of a jobbing character, as large buyers re- 
fused to pay the prices asked so long as com 
peting oils were cheaper. During the second 
week of February the lard market experienced 
asharp rise but there was not a proportionate 
advance in oil. Some pressers demanded 92c, 
but there were lotson the market that could 
have been bought at 90@91c. The increased 
firmness checked what little demand there had 
been previously, and for a week the market was 
very quiet. Atabout the middle of the month 
an easier feeling was developed in consequence 
of areaction in the lard market. Prime city 
brands were offered at 90@91c, but the conces- 
sion failed to stimulate the demand to any ex- 
tent buyers persisting in supplying only their ab- 
solute necessities. A fluctuating market fer the 
raw material during the third week of the 
mosth further unsettled the oil market. Press- 
ers, for the most part, were loth to grant conces- 
sions, but buyers’ ideas were low andin order 
to effect sales they were induced to accept, in 
some instances, 88c, and at the end of the week 
no one was quoting above 89c. Following this 
the market further weakened and at the close 
of the month 88@89c were the nominal quota- 
tions. Although these prices were lower than 
those that had ruled ‘for some time in the past 
they were still above exporters’ ideas, and as 
home consumers were taking little or 
nothing, expecting greater concessions, the 
market presented a dull and depressed 
appearance at the close of February. An unset- 
tled feeling prevailed during the first week of 
March. Out of town brands were sold as low as 
87c, but city pressers would not accept less than 
87}4@8gc. The demand continued slow, buyers 
holding off for lower prices, and at length, with 
lard steadily declining under the manipulations 
of the “‘bears,”’ pressers were forced to reduce 
their quotations, naming 85c the second week of 
the month. Netwithstanding this large decline 
buyers still held back their orders, believing now 
that the price was destined to go to 80c or lower 
They were immediately made aware of their 


mistake for at the beginning of the third week 
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Co. and had him sworn to ascertain 


lard having again advanced, pressers raised their 
quotations to 87c, accepting 86c in rare instances 
only. This caused some increase in the demand, 
though buying was not very brisk. Owing to 
this lack of interest on the part of buyers the 
market failed to respond to improvement in raw 
material during the last week of March. Pres- 
sers, however, were less inclined to shade 87c 
and in some cases 88@89c was demanded. With 
the beginning of April the market took an up- 
ward turn, pressers demanding 88@89c for 
prime city brands. Still the demand did not in- 
crease, but as pressers were regulating their out- 
turn to the requirements of the trade there was 
no surplus stock and the firmer feeling was sus- 
tained. The market did not change in the sec- 
ond week of the month, though some resales 
were offered at 1c below pressers’ prices. The 
market gradually gained strength during the re- 
mainder of the month, closing at 90@91c, but at 
the beginning of May there was a slight depres- 
sion in consequence of a decline in lard and 
pressers offered to sell at a shade below 90c. 
Out of town oil was offered at 86@87l¢c. The 
market was without animation. There was little 
or nothing selling for export and home consum- 
ers still bought sparingly. The raw material 
fluctuated to a considerable extent during the 
two weeks following, and stearine advanced, 
but the oil market was not appreciably affected 
by either, partly on account of the extreme dull- 
ness which prevailed. City pressers demanded 
90c, but resales and out of town brands were 
offered at abuut 1c less. Toward the end of the 
month the market became firmer, raw material 
still having an upward tendency. The demand, 
however, did not improve, and was wholly of a 
jobbing character. Many of the consuming 
trades were dull ard consumers therefore were 
not inclined to lay in stocks which in all prob- 
ability they would have had to carry for several 
months, City pressers demanded 90@%2c, 
making most of their sales at 91c, and 
at these prices the month closed. June 
opened with the market a trifle lower, lard hav" 
ing again declined. The demand still lacked life’ 
and though 90c would have bought there were 
few saies. The market remained easy until 
about the middle of the month, when a firmer 
feeling was developed and prices began to ad- 
vance. At the end of the third week pressers de. 
manded 91c for prime city brands, and were not 
very anxious to sell at that priee. The lard mar- 
ket now began to advance rapidly, and oil natur- 
ally followed, reaching 92@93c at the middle of 
the last week of June, and when lard again ad- 
vanced, touching $12 25, pressers raised their 
quotations to 93@94c, these being the closing 
prices for June. The demand was not influenced 
in any marked degree by the upward movement, 
and during the latter half of the month was of a 
moderate jobbing character. 


COCOANUT OIL. 

At the beginning of the year the market for 
cocoanut oil was steady. There was a moderate 
jobbing demand for Ceylon. which was supplied 
at 7@7}4o, but Cuban at the same prices received 
little attention. Cochin sold in a small way at 
734@S8c, and was firm at these prices. Stocks of 
all kinds were well controlled and were not ex- 
cessive, and as competing products were advanc- 
ing a firmer feeling prevailed. Toward the end 
of the month the demand increased, and though 
it was still of a jobbing character, a good deal of 
stock changed hands. Freer arrivals of Cuban 
caused a decline to 644@7c, but Ceylon was still 
held firmly at 7@7}% as to quantity. Cochin was 
in small stock, and though there was little de- 
mand for it, prices were firmly held at 734@8c. 
At the beginning of February the demand for 
Ceylon was active, but most of the sales were of 
small lots. Prices were firm but unchanged. 
Cuban sold fairly at 634@7c, but Cochin received 
a great deal of attention, sales of lots to arrive 
particularly being large. These transactions 
were mostly in off-colored stock, for such lots 
to arrive 644@7c as to quality being paid. For 
prime 734@8c was demanded. The demand for 
Ceylon abated semewhat during the second week 
of February, buyers having lowered their ideas. 
There was some inquiry for lots to arrive, and 
6340 was bid but refused, holders demanding 
6%c. Spot lots sold at 7c but only in a small 
way. Cuban was in more demand, and brought 
Jo in jobbing lots. Prime Cochin was very 
scarce on the spot, and sales would not 
be made at less than 8c. “Monsoon” 
oll, so called from having been made 
while the wind was blowing in a certain 
direction, was offered to arrive, due in April, at 
6%. The oilis of areddish color and did not 
come up to the ideas of buyers. At the mid- 
dle of February the demand for Ceylon oil again 
became quite brisk and quite a large business 
was done in 5 and 10 ton lots, buyers paying 7@ 
740 for lots from store and 634c to arrive. Cuban 
was in fair request and readily brought 7c. Co- 
chin continued scarce and in a retail way brought 
8c. Sales to arrive would have been made at 
7% tor prime and 6%c@7c for inferior. Large 
arrivals toward the end of February exerted a 
depressing influence on the market, prices de- 
clining to 6%4@6%%0 for spot lots. Cuban was 
rather quiet and also easier. Though 7c was 
still quoted, 6340 would have been accepted. 
Cochin sold fairly in a small way at 80. March 
opened with a weak and declining market for 
Ceylon, owing to accumulating stocks, and a 
light demand. Cuban was also dull and neglect- 
ed and was offered quite freely at 6744@7c, with- 
out finding buyers. Cochin was firm but quiet 
at 80 for spot and 7%c to arrive. At the middle 
of the month the market for Ceylon was easy, 
Jarge arrivals of which had greatly increased the 


spot supply, while the demand was very light. 
Lots ex-vessel were offered at 6144@65éc, and 
from store at 634@67éc without finding buyers. 
For Cuban there was little or no demand and 
prices were nominal at 6%@7c. Cochin was 
quoted at 8c, but sold in a large way at 7i¢c, on 
the spot. At the end of the month the market 
for Ceylon became firmer, and it was now gen- 
erally believed that prices had gone as low as 
they were likely to for the present. The supply 
although large was well concentrated and as 
tallow and other competing products were ad- 
vancing, an upward movement in cocoanut oil 
was confidently expected. Sales were still make 
at 6144@634e, but the inside price was only ac 

cepted on large lots ex-vessel. Cuban was steady 
at 634c and Cochin at 734@8c for prime. Not- 
withstanding the confidence of holders the mar- 
ket became easy again during the first of April 
and a downward movement set in. Ceylon was 
offered at 63g4@65c on the spot, but buyers now 
fearing that the break would be still greater, were 
shy and would only take sufficient oil to supply 
absolute necessities. For Cuban 654@634c was 
asked, though it was thought that less than the 
inside price would have bought, but buyers were 
not inclined to try it. Cochin was held firmly 
at 73%@8c, but had only a limited sale at 
these prices. Following this the market was 
quiet and easy, sales being made down to 6c, 
but about the middle of April the market became 
firmer. There seemed to be no reason for the 
improved feeling except a disinclination on the 
part of holders to sell at what had been unremu- 
nerative prices. From this time on, until the 
middle of May, the market gained strength, both 
Ceylon and Cuban advancing to 654@634c. The 
demand from consumers during this period was 
active and stocks were rapidly reduced. June 
opened with the market active and the tendency 
upward, and throughout the month no signs of 
weakness were manifested. Consumers bought 
freely, laying in stocks in anticipation of a fur- 
theradvance. At the end of June the market 
was very firm at 634@7c for Ceylon, 654@6%c for 
Cuban and 834c for Cochin, the latter being very 
scarce.

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Petroleum in 1862. 


The following extracts from a paper, 
read by James L. Butler, Esq., before the 
New York Chamber of Commerce, in April 
1862, give a clear and concise statement of 
the condition of the petroleum industry 
twenty years ago. The ideas of the writer 
in regard to the value of the newly found 
‘‘earth-product,” wien he speaks of it as 
“carrying blessings untold to the people 
of the earth,” show an unusual apprecia- 
tion of the importance of petroleum as an 


article of commerce at that early day. 

“It is but a few years that the pvblic has 
known anything of this valuable product of the 
earth. First collected by Indians in their rude 
way, by throwing a log across a stream where 
the dark green oil was floating, and when a suffi- 
cient quantity had been collected, soaking their 
blankets in it and extracting the surplus oil from 
the same, using it for medicinal purposes. In 
1859, however, the greatest impetus was giving 
to the development of this article, of which so 
little was before known. During this year, in the 
counties of Venango. Crawford and Warren in 
the Stats of Pennsylvania, was witnessed the 
busy labors of thousands who were boring for 
wells or were in various ways interested in the 
obtaining, furnishing cooperage for, or manu- 
facturing and transporting this valuable article. 
Towns sprang up as if by magic, accommoda- 
tions for man and beast were in great demand 
and the scenes often witnessed for months, of 
over-crowded dwellings, hard fare, and incon- 
veniences submitted to that would hardly be 
believed by outsiders. 

The yield of oil trom pumping and flowing 
wells has been enormous, probably yielding up 
to this time, April, 1862, 50,000,000 of gallons. 
The county of Venango alone in 1861, yielded 
twice the quantity of oil that was ever landed on 
our shores in one year from the whale fisheries. 
The price of illuminating oils has fallen in the 
New York market from 75c. and $1.00 per gallon 
to 25c. per gallon. The early make of oil 
resembled dark’sperm or whale oil in color, the 
oil now most ‘sought after is almost colorless, 
resembling water, and this demand for light 
colored oil has compelled the manufacturer to 
improve his processes. Owing to the quantity of 
oil obtained during the first months of its dis- 
covery, and the want of proper facilities for sav- 
ing it, thousands of barrels of it flowed away and 
were lost. 

Now, however, by the side of the wells im- 
mense tanks are sunk, into which the crude pe- 
troleum flows oris pumped. After standing in 
these tanks several hours, or days, to settle and 
permit the evaporation of much of the naphtha 
and excess of gas, the oil is drawn off and 
barreled. The wells are generally distant 10 to 
30 miles from railways. As many as 5000 team- 
sters,in the busy season, are employed in this 
branch of the business. In many cases the erude 
oil is sold at the wells for from one-half to one 
cent per gallon, the purchaser furnishing bar- 
rels at a cost, oftentimes, of two dollars and 
over. The hauling to railways and freight to 
New York swell the cost of the crude oil de- 
livered in said city from twelve to twenty-two 
cents per gallon. At this time the crude sells in 
New York market at from 12 to 1léc per gallon; 





the refined from 25 to 35c, Neither are con- 
sidered as paying remunerative prices and many 
manufactories are idle and the proprietors are 
waiting for better prices to rule ere they embark 
again in its manufacture. During the season of 
open navigation quantities of the crude oil are 
shipped in tanks erected on board of flat boats 
which are floated down Oil Creek to the Alle- 
gheny river and in a short time are alongside of 
the docks at Pittsburgh. From these flat boats 
the oil is pumped into immense tanks and either 
barreled for sale or used for refining purposes. 
This city (Pittsburgh) is probably as well or better 
situated for the profitable prosecution of the 
distilling of petroleum as any point where the 
business is carried on. Probably one hundred 
manufactories are in operation in that city and 
vicinity. 

Railways are largely benefited by the increase 
in transportation of this new article of com- 
merce. The wants of those interested also re- 
quire the speedy building of branch roads to 
connect the oil regions with existing trunk rail- 
ways. Immense warehouses and sheds with 
acres of yards enclosed now find use of their fa- 
cilities for the storage and safe keeping of the 
oil, Insurance companies have recently met in 
council and the committees have had this article 
under their special consideration, the result be- 
ing the withdrawing and sending out of the 
cities of New York, Philadelphia and Jersey City 
of nearly all of the stock of the crude and much 
of the refined oil to be stored elsewhere in the 
neighboring cities. Another subject, just at this 
time, enters largely into the thoughts 
of the producers and dealers in _ this 
article, that is, the proposed tax upon 
the crude and refined petroleum the 
former to bear a tax of five, the latter of ten 


cents per gallon. This has called forth such de- 


termined opposition that the bill has been so 
changed by the House of Representatives as to 
throw the entire tax off from crude, leaving that 
upon refined at ten cents per gullon, this to be 
refunded in case of exportation. To give some 
idea of the yield of petroleum it may be well to 
state Senator Morrills estimate of the amount of 
tax which would accrue in one year if the tax 
should be 5 and 10 cents respectively. It would 
amount to the round sum of $2,500,000. 

Man has reason to thank his Creator for fur- 
nishing this article so abundantly and cheaply. 
Itis affecting values in many directions. The 
gas and candle manufacturers, among others, 
feel its influence sensibly already, and well they 
may for its usefulness is daily being developed, 
and thousands have reason to rejoice in the dif- 
fusion of light at greatly reduced figures from 
those heretofore paid. In Canada gas is being 
successfully made from this article. Already 
apparatus has been ordered by large consumers 
in different parts of the Provinces, and iegotia- 
tions are on foot for the substitution of the new 
apparatus for the old coal works. 

It is proposed in Canada West to lay a 5-inch 
pipe from the oil wells in Lambton County to 
Port Sarnia on Lake Huron in order to convey 
the oil into tanks by the side of navigation. 
This will no doubt be done in course of time. 

It is shipped largely to England, Scotland, 
France, Germany and Australia and is also 
finding its way to Russia Sweden, Norway, Italy, 
South America, the West India Islands and 
other ports of the world. carrying untold bless- 
ings to the peoples of the earth. 

A valuable lubricating oil is also found at the 
localities named and is largely used for railways 
and heavy machinery. ‘a 

The exports of crude and refined petroleum 
from New York city from January 1 to April 1, 
1861, were 50,004 gallons; for the same period 
in 1862, 1,523,759 gallons. 

It is estimated that at the present time ten 
millions of doilars are invested in producing 
petroleum.

The Ohio River Pipe Line Co. now 
claims the right to contract with the West Vir- 
ginia Oil and Oil Land Co. to lay pipes over its 
land, and some days ago the West Virginia 
Transportation Co, obtained a temporary injunc- 
tion from Judge Stealy, of the Circuit Court of 
Ritchie County, where the lands are situated.

course of business, there were found standing 
close by two open kegs of prussiate and chlorate, 
from both of which a considerable part of their 
contents had*been taken. From these cireum- 
stances it is inferred that either Mr. Riley: was 
mixing the two salts experimentally, or in obedi- 
ence to an order for the delivery of such a mix- 
ture, or that he mixed them purely by accident, 
thinking all the while he was dealing with 
chlorate of potash or with prussiate of potash 
alone. Both salts are largely used in dyeing, but 
there is abundant evidence to show that they 
are, as a rule, never mixed together in a dry 
state. Whatever may be conjectured as to the 
possibility of Mr. Riley having been mixing the 
salts experimentally, it is very improbable that 
he was doing so as a regular part of his business 
and Captain Cundill inclines to the opinion that 
the mixing was in some way quite accidental. 
It is a priori very unlikely that this was done by 
the wholesale chemists who supplied the ground 
salts, and in addition there is the fact that no 
exploded package was traced. As regards acci- 
dental mixture, it must be remembered that 
though the ground salts are sufficently different 
in appearance to be easily distinguishable in a 
good light they might be mistaken in a dim light 
such as there would be ia the warehouse where 
the explosion took place. 


However the mixture came on the floor there 
is little doubt that it was there, and ignition by 
the spark from the iron- hooped barrel which Mr. 
Riley and his son were moving out of the way is 
readily intelligible. But since the mixture of 
chlorate and prussiate can be exploded by per- 
cussion and a friction it is, moreover, not im- 
probable that the mere rolling or perhaps 
dragging of the cask, or the movement of the 
feet over some portion of the mixture, exploded 
it so that the fire was communicated to the main 
body of the mixture, 


This view of the case is in conformity with the 
verdict of the coroner’s jury of ‘accidental 
death ;” but Captain Cundill does not omit to 
point out in his report how the Explosives Act, 
1875‘ would bear upon accidents resulting from 
explosion of a mixture of chlorate and prussia‘e, 
In cases where the mixture was made purposely 
for use as an explosive in the ordinary sense, it 
would come within the provision of the third 
section of the Act, and the mixture would be 
classed under division 2 of class 4, so that if Mr. 
Riley’s case had been of this kind he would have 
been guilty of illegal manufacture or storage of 
an explosive. If, however, the mixture were 
made purposely with a view to its use in dyeing 
or other manufacturing operations, this would 
not have been the case; but Captain Cundill thinks 
that it would become a question whether pro- 
vision should not be made, in the interest of 
public safety, for bringing the practice within 
the scope of the Act under the powers conferred 
by'section 104, providing for the extension of 
the Act to any substance or process liable to 


dangerous explosion. 


The Manufacture of Lakes From Coal- 
Tar Colors. 


(Translated for the O11, PAINT AND Drua 
REPORTER.) 

Since the coal tar colors have gained so ex- 
tensive a use in dyeing that their manufacture 
has been carried on upon a scale which enabled 
their production at a low price, they have come 
to be largely employed for the manufacture of 
lakes for painters, wall paper manufacturers and 
similar vocations, and many of them furnish 
products ofa beauty unattainable by other dye- 
stuffs. Generally speaking, the properties of the 
tar colors make them more suitable for employ- 
ment of the dye-house than for the manufacture 
of lakes. While showing a great affinity when in 
solution for the fibre, they are with far greater 
difficulty fastened upon the ordinary inorganic 
agents of the Jakes—hydrate of alumina, hydrox- 
ide of tin, chalk, gypsum, kaolin, &c. The pro- 
cess of the lake formation from tar colors, how- 
ever, on an average conforms to that of lakes 
from other dyestuffs, that is, the color is either 
mechanically, or chemically, or both, precipi- 
tated upon a white substratum. 


The mechanical fixation is generally done ina 
manner that the tar color solution, in water or 
alcohol, after such a medium has been di:solved 
in it, is displaced with a body easier soluble in 
such a fluid than the tarcolors; consequently 
this withdraws the solvent from the fluid, and in 
a finely comminuted state is precipitated upon 
the medium. 

Since new so-called tar and aniline colors, both 
of primary and mixed composition, enter com- 
merce almost daily, it will be easily seen that, 
their enumeration could never be complete. Th 
tar color lake greatly exceis the mineral color in 
beauty and fineness, but is also costlier; for in+ 
stance, the artificial vermilion substitute from 
tar colors, and the natural. We commence 
with: ;

Fuchsine, Aniline Red and Colors Manufactured 
Therefrom 

Fuchsine is prepared from a mixture of 
aniline and toluidine which is either ready de- 
livered by the aniline factories as ‘‘ani- 
line fer red,” “‘red anilene,’’or is prepared by the 
fuchsine factories by mixing pure aniliue and 
pure toluidine. It enters into commerce part] 
as diamond fuchsine in larger and smaller gree’ 
crystals, of a diamond lustre, and partly as @ 
grained powder. The fuchsine of large crys- 
tals is the purest, while that of smull crystals, 
and grained, can easily contain. extraneous adul< 
terants, dyed with fuchsine solution, for in- 
stance, ground sugar, dipped into a concentra- 
ted solution and dried, furnished a product close- 
ly resembling the finely crystalline and grained 
fuchsine. 
therefore. , 

Fuchsine is generally the muriate salt (fre+ 
quently mixed with a little arseniate) of a triacid 
color base, of the rosaniline: C40Hi9N3, the mo- 
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Explosion of Prussiate and Chlorate 
Potash. 


Our English exchanges contains an account of 
the investigation of a serious explosion which re- 
cently occurred in the works of a Mr. Riley, near 
Manchester, which affords some interesting evi- 
denge as to the explosive character of the potash 
salts, 

According to the accounts given at the time in 
the newspapers and by Mr. Riley himself, it 
was represented that chlorate of potash had ex- 
ploded in consequence of sparks—produced by 
an iron-bound cask striklng a wall—falling upon 
some of that salt scattered on the floor. This 
explanation of the accident was obviously 
improbable, since chlorate of potash is in itself 
perfectly harmless and free from any liability to 
explode even when exposed to considerable 
heat.; but nevertheless the idea that the chlorate 
had exploded 80 far gained credence in the 
locality that after the accident some of the 
carriers hesitated to carry chlorate of potash on 
account of the supposed danger attending it. 


The somewhat mysterious nature of this acci- 
dent was considered to demand inyestigation, 
and consequently Captain Cundill, R. A., one of 
the inspectors of explosives, was instructed by tle 
Home Office to inquire into the circumstances 
attending it. His report has recently been pre- 
sented and some account of it will be useful in 
affording an illustration of the way in which ac- 
cidents may take place in such a warehouse. 
From Captain Cundill’s examination of the 
premises, and of the stock contained in them, he 
came at once to the conclusion that the accident 
could not have occured through the agency of 
any of the ordinary explosives, as the effects and 
visible remains of the explosion were totally 
different in character from those which gun- 
powder, gun cotton, nitroglycerine compounds, 
fulmina.es, etc., would infallibly show. Thus 
the idea that explosives, in the ordinary sense of 
the word, were illegally manufactured or stored 
by Mr. Riley, or introduced into his store by some 
one, with the design of injuring him, was entire- 
ly disposed of. Some of the results were p -rtly 
consistent with the theory that an escape of gas, 
accidently fired, had caused the explosion. But 
no importance could be attached to this view for 
several reasons. Search was made for picric 
acid or some of its salts among the stock, as 
they are articles used in dyeing and known to be 
dangerously explosive; but no trace of these 
materials could be found, and all the substances 
constituting the stock were found to be such as 
were in themselves perfectly harmless and free 
from explosi¥e properties when pure and un- 
mixed. However, two of these substances, viz., 
chlorate of potash and the yellow prussiate of 
potash, when mixed together, do form an explo- 
sive material of a somewhat energetic character, 
and they are constituents of what is known as 
white gunpowder. A very rough mixture of 
these two substances in approximately equal 
proportions, when ignited with a match, burns 
with considerable rapidity, much resembling 
ordinary firework composition, evolving a large 
amount of whitish smoke and leaving a consid- 
erable residue of a slaggy nature. 

In the explosion at Castleton it was proved 
that there was no loud or sharp sound accom- 
panying it, such as would be caused by gun- 
powder or ordinary explosives, hut only a loud 
hissing like letting off steam, a low rumbling and 
a noise like the ‘‘ unloading of a cart of coals.” 
There was a very large quantity of thick smoke 
evolved, described as grey or yellowish, and by 
one witness as very choking; but there was no 
violent local disruptive action, as evidenced by 
the absence of any shattering effects on the 
structure of the warehouse or on the persons 
within it, and by the fact that none of the pack- 
ages of stock in the neighborhood of the seat 
of the explosion w ra at all broken. These con- 
tained albumen, chlorate of potash, yellow prus- 
siate of potash, and a little bone black; all 
separate and unmixed. On the walls, however, 
there were large quantities of slag or debris of 
the explosion and the floor was covered with a 
similar mass round the spot where the explosion

SOLUTION OF THE RESINS—(ANDRES). 

Copal becomes soluble for the most part after 
continued roasting. A certain amount of the 
resin always remains which resists the most pow- 
erful solvents., Copal, and amber as well, can 
be brought entirely into a soluble form 
only by partial dry distilation—incorrectly known 
as melting. With other resins it is usually suffici- 
ent to pulverize them and apply heat in order to 
effect their solution; but the entire process goes 
on smoothly and uniformly only when the resin 
employed is entirely homogeneous. It frequently 
ocours that in the very same resin certain pieces 
require doubly as long time for complete solu- 
tion as others, and eause a loss of time and even- 


tually fuel. 

The property of easy or difficult solution of the 
resins usually coincide with the other physical 
properties; pieces which have equal hardness, 
color and lustre usually possess the same solu- 
pility. It is therefore to be recommended most 
argently to sort the resins before using them, 
and particularly according to their color and de- 
gree of transparency. The work caused by this 
will be richly repaid in the time saved in dissolv- 
ing the resin. 

In order to effect solution in the quickest time 
possible, the resins are reduced to powder; but 
ifone was to bring the powder directly into the 
solvent the little grains would coagulate together 
and the cakes thus formed on the surface would 
be covered with a thick slimy solution which 
would hinder further solution very materially. 
The complete solution would thus be delayed in- 
definitely. In order to obtain the resin in the 
form of powder, and also in the solvent, it is 
necessary to mix it with some neutral body and 
thus expose it to the liquid. Fine sea sand ap- 
pears to be especially adapted to this purpose, 
but only when it consists of pure guartz, which 
has no effect upon the resin. If such sand can- 
not be readily obtained, powdered glass may be 































in positipn by several supports in a small iron re- 
verberatory furnace heated by charcoal. A cover 
D, fits on the cylinder and is cemeated down with 
clay while the resin is being melted. The bot- 
tom of the cone or copper tube is fastened and 
leads down through the grate and ash pit, and is 
provided with a small funnel attachment T to 
prevent ashes falling through. In the cylinder C 
is another, J, made of copper, which has also a 
conical bottom which is perforated like the spray 
of a watering pot. Small strips of metal riveted 
to J keep it in position in the outer cylinder, so 
that there is a space of 1 to 144 centimeters be- 
tween the cylinders. Under the tube R is kettle 
K, in which linseed oil is put, and is kept at « 
gentle simmer. Pieces of copal are filled into the 
cylinder J, and melted. As soon as drops of resin 
appear at the lower mouth of the tube R, the 
linseed oil is boiled rapidly and constantly 
stirred. The melted resin dissolves compara-

Tuxspar Eventne, August 8, 1882. 

The market for crude certificares during the 
past week has ruled steady, fluctuating a little 
above and below 60 cents. The operations at 
Cherry Grove have definitely determined the 
boundaries of the field and it is doubtful whether 
the new wells are adding to the aggregate pro- 
duction. There is an increasing demand for tor- 
pedoes and tankage is fully up to, if not beyond, 
the demand. The possibility of extending the 
Bald Ridge territory in Butler County and the 
mystery surrounding the Shannon well on the 
Cooper tract in Forest County, are the ‘‘bearish” 
features, 

On Wednesday last the market opened at 6034c, 
advanced during the day to 6lc, declined to 
59340, and closed at 59%c.

Fertilizers in South Carolina. 


In a late bulletin of the South Carolina Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Commissioner Batler gives 
place to some interesting correspondence on the 
use of fertilizers in that State in 1881 and 1882. 
The department, in its estimate of the amount of 
commercial fertilizers used in 1881 and 1882, 
spectively, had reported a decrease in 1882, as 
Sompared with last year. of 17 per cent. This 
estimate, the correspondents think, should be 
reviewed for the reason that, according to the 
records in the commissioner’s office, the decrease 
was a little over 15 per cent., that in 1881 the 
manufacturers were unable to supply the de- 
mand, and that this year at least 15 per cent, of 
the shipments are held over in the country towns, 
which would make the decrease nearly 30 per 
cent. “Then again,” the correspondent con- 
tinues, “last year but little kainit was used, 
while this year probably one-fourth of all classed 
as commercial fertilizers is kainit, which 
should really not be classed as a commercial fer- 
tilizer, as it is almost exclusively used in com- 
post, and has but little value otherwise.” They 
conclude on the evidence afforded by their own 
knowledge and extensive inquiries made by 
them, that the actual decrease, including kainit, 
is at least 25 to 30 per cent., and excluding kai- 
nit,25to 40 per cent. In remarking upon the 
comrunication the commissioner states 
that ,if the department had gone no further than 
the records of the office for information, its esti- 
mate would have beea a decrease of 15 per cent. 
or (taking account of the general opinion con- 
» rning the insufficient supply in 1881 and the 
surplus of 1882) of 30 per cent.; but adds that he 
thought the farmers themselves the best and 
most reliable source of information. At the 
same time he concedet that on the subjects of 
fertilizers the manufacturers are thoroughly in 
formed, and has for that reason given the above 
communication prominence in his report.

Heavy Chemicais 

The market is steadily working into a better 
position for some of the heavy chemicals and 
prices are working upward. Arrivals con- 
tinue to be of a moderate character and with 
a fair demand, stocks are becoming reduced and 
sellers are asking more money. The markets 
abroad are also reported as being firmer, and this 
also helps to strengthen this market. Buyers are 
gradually coming into market, and though the 
lots moving are small, it is expected that an 
active business will be done shortly.

Alkali is in fair demand and prices} are

1M%e for 36% withsales of 25 tons at 145c 

Caustic ash 48% has been in better de- 
mand, and the market is firmer. There have 
been sales of 75 tons at 154@1 65c, but these 
figures are rather low now, and sellers are gen- 
eraliy quoting 1 65@1 70c, sales of 100 tons being 
reported at 16714@1 70c, and 50 tons at 1 70@ 
134c. The stock is very light. High test has 
been in fair demand, and 150 tons are reported 
at 1 60@1 65, with sellers quoting these prices at 
the close. 

Caustic seda 60 # has been taken more 
frecly, and prices are steady. There are lots 
which are still quoted at 3 600, but this will not 
be accepted for all brands,and 3 65c is the lowest 
named, while up to 370c is asked for special 
brands. We hear of sales of 400 dms at 365@3 70c. 
High test is a shade firmer, though not quotably 
changed, and sellers are still naming 3 20@3l4o, 
at which we hear of 200 dms, and 300 dms at 
3 20@3 22k¢c.

Following our last report the activity then ex- 
isting continued for some days and further sales 
were made, the lots taken aggregating 100 cases.

The demand for single cases was quite 
fair and considerable stock was worked off, but 
at the close the inquiry seems to have sudsided 
and dealers are again experiencing a lack of 
orders. Prompt buyers can now shade the above 
quotation and an offer of $4 45 would probably 
be accepted. From abroad the market is quoted 
as firm at 135 piasters, with buyers offering 130 
piasters. In a jobbing way the demand has been 
quite active and lots have been moving freely at

@1 advance. 

There has been a fair business done in the dye 
market the past week and demand is said to be 
on the increase. Dealers generally predict a 
large Fall trade, but the opinion prevatls that 
prices will not be materially higher. With the 
exception of cutch and gambier, which are 
higher, there are no changes in prices to report, 
but the market is steady. Prices for prints and 
woolens do not seem to improve, and dissatisfac- 
tion among this class of manufacturers is every- 
where expressed. 

Indigo—Bengals have been in moderate re- 
quest since the date of our last at fairly firm 
figures. There are sales reported of about 25 
cases, chiefly medium to good grades, at $1.25@ 
1.45, but some prime lots have brought $1.65. 
The stock continues large, but holders do not 
appear to be anxious seliers, expecting higher 
prices. Reports from the growing districts are 
conflic.ing, but generally point to a large crop. 
Guatemalas are in the same position as when 
we last wrote. The little to be had on the mar- 
ket is held at $1@1.15. There have been small 
purchases within the week made for South Amer- 
ican account, and the stock now is only about 
20 ceroons, Kurpahs are du!l and neglected at 
750@$1.25. There is a fair demand reported for 
Manila and Madras at unchanged figures. 

Cutch has been moved up anvther peg since 
our last and 744@7%43 is now generally asked. 
We hear of sales during the week of 500 bales 
at a private price, supposed to be 7}4c and 250 
bales extra prime at 734c. Late in the week 714c 
was refused on 500 bales, and this price will nut 
now buy. Eastern complications have unZoubt- 
edly aided the advance here, and there appears 
to be no disposition on the part of holders to 
offer goods. Stock is still adequate to meet all 
present consumptive requirements. 

Gambier is also stronger and holders now re- 
fuse to shade 53gc, and sales have been made in 
a small way during the week up to 5340. Several 
hundred bales in lots have been taken since our 
last, and t ere is more of a d sposition noticed to 
lay in stocks, though.as far as practicable,buyers 
confine themselves to supplying immediate 
wants.

Koechlin‘s curious observation which I described 
above supplied the missing link in the series.

They are very 
easily formed if, in their preparation, the one 
condition be observed—that the oxidation take 
place in alkaline or strictly neutral solution.

The indophenol derived from B naphthol is of a 
red shade ind of little practical interest. The 
best method to prepare indophenol on a small 
scale consists in dissolving 1 mol. a-naphthol 
and 3 mol. caustic soda in a large quantity of 
water. To this solution is added u solution of 1 
mol. dimethylparaphenylenediamine hydrochlor- 
ide, and sufficient alkali to redissolve any pre- 
cipitate which might have been formed on mix- 
ing the twosolutions. The liquid thus obtained 
is quite colorless at first, but very soon it begins 
to turn blue by the influence of the atmc spheric 
oxygen. If this influencs be sufficiently protrac- 
ted, indoph@hiol is deposited in crystals. It is bet 
ter, however, to facilitate the reaction by the 
addition of an oxidizing agent. Potassium ferrl- 
cyanide is very useful for that purpose; its 
price, however, prohibits its use on a large scale. 
It is therefore advantageously replaced by potas- 
sium chromate. If a solution of normal potas 
sium chromate be added to the alkaline liquid 
described above, no changes take place; but if, 
by the gradual addition of very dilnte acetic acid 
the alkali be saturated and the normal chromate 
transformed into the acid salt, indophenol is 
formed at once, and the liquid becomes blue, 
opaque and coppery. The precipitate formed 
is extremely divided. It does not consist of 
pure indophenol, but of a combination of this 
dye with chromic oxide. In commerce only pure 
indophenol, free from chromium, is to be found. 
It is sold in the shape of either a paste or a pow- 
der. Its present market value is 4/a kilo. of the 
25 per cent. paste, or 16/ a kilo. of the powder, a 
price which is very eonsiderably lower than that 
of fudigo. Its only impurity consists of traces 
of Meldola’s a naphthol violet, which, by the 
mordants, are fixed like indophenol itself, and by 
no meansimpair the beauty of the shade. To 
prepare absolutely pure indophenol, the com- 
mercial products should be washed withcold 1 
per cent. sulphuric acid, unt'l the washings are 
colorless. Pure indophenol dissolves with a yel- 
low color in weak hydrochloric acid; the salt 
that is thus formed is very unstable, so much s0 
that ether, shuken with this solution, takes up 
the free indophenol with a beautiful blue color. 

All ordinary solvents, and more especially alco- 
hol, dissolve indophenol with an intense and 

beautiful blue coloration. It is quite insoluble 

iu water; concentrated acids decompose it com- 

pletely.

The result of an experiment quite justified 
my expectations. It is quite possible, and even 
generally preferable, to obtain all the com- 
pounds described above by the direct action of 
nitrosodimetbylaniline upon primary mono or 
meta diamines. Instead of the nitroso com- 
pounds the corresponding chloroquinone-imides 
may be ured. Thus it is possible to prepare saf- 
franine by acting with dichloroquinone-imide. 
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upon aniline or orthotoluidine. For toltuylene 
blue and red—neutral violet and red—the nitroso 
process is even preferable. The practical value 
of this discovery is considerable, and patents 
have been secured for it in all countries. The 
neutralcolors are very useful, especially in cot- 
ton printing and dyeing. In their properties 
they are similar to saffranine, as might be ex- 
pected. They should be dyed on cofon, mor- 
daunted with tannin, and afterw paseed 
through a tartar emetic bath. For printing they 








examining these reduction products, it occurred 
to me that indophenol, if treated with acids con- 
taining a reducing agent, might be simply re- 
duced without being decomposed. The result 
fulfilled my expectations. If indophenol be 
treated with a solution of stannous chloride (tin 
salt) in hydrochloric acid, it is simply and total- 
ly transformed into a gray powder which is the 
stannic salt of leuc-indophenol. After proper 
washing and filtering it forms a very homogen- 
eous pinkish gray paste, which has become an 
article of commerce under the name of white 
indophenol. This leuco-compound is soluble in 
40 parts of water, and it pdssesses the 
curious property of being quite stable and ind'f- 
ferent to the oxidizing influence of the air as 


long as it is kept in an acid state. The smallest. 
traces of acid are sufficient to preserve this in- 


difference, but as soon as it becomes alkaline it 


absorbs the atmospheric oxygen with the great- 


est avidity—-indophenol blue being regenerated in 
all its intensity and brilliany of color. This cu 
rious property has been of the greatest value. Ic 


allows us to handle leuc-indophenol with im- 
puni y, to make up dye-baths and printing colors 
with it, which keep indefinitely if acidulated 
with acetic acid. When once the leuco com- 


pound is fixed on the fabric by dyeing or printing, 
the acid may be removed by washing or steam- 


ing, and the color developed either by exposure 


to the air or by passing through oxidizing agents 
Such an affinity for oxygen has leuc-indophenol 
in an alkaline state that even a solution of so- 
dium nitrate isat once reduced by it with for 
mation of ammonia. Sodium nitrate may there- 
fore be used as an oxidizing bath. As a rule, 
however, potassium chromate or bichromate is 
preferred. Instead of using ready-made leuc-in- 
dophenol most printers prefer to form it in their 
printing color by adding stannous acetate to 
blue indophenol paste and gently heating to 50° 
or 60°C. For dyeing the commercial leuco com- 
pound is preferable. For this purpose it is dis- 
solved in water acidulated with a little acetic 
acid. Silk and wool readily absorb the leuco 
compound from this bath. Cotton should pre- 
viously be mordanted with Turkey red mordant 
(“supholeate”). After dyeing the fabric should 
be washed and passed through a 1 bath of po- 
tatsium bichromate, which is kept at a tempera- 
ture of about 50° C. The dyeing itself should be 
done in the cold. Indophenol prepared from or- 
dinary phenol behaves similarly to the a naph- 
thol derivative. Its shade is greener and more 
brilliant. It is more easily dissolved by alcohol 
and from this eolution crystallizes in glistening 
green needles. The resistance of indophenol to 
soap is considerable, but ite stability in the sun- 
light is quite remarkable. Samples of indo- 
phenol, dyed to match exactly a given indigo 
shade were exposed side by side with this indigo 
shade to the direct action of the sun during a 
fortnight. After this time the indigo was com 

pletely faded, whilst indophenol had become 
somewhat darker and grayer in shade only. 
Simple as the process for the production of indo- 
phenol seems, it has met with the greatest prac- 
tical difficulties when introduced on a large scale. 
So great were these diffculties that they seemed 
almost insuperable. Our greatest thanks are 
therefore due to Messrs. Leopold Caasella & Co., 
of Frankfort-on-the-Main, and especially to Dr. 
Leo Gans, a member of this firm, for the great 
skill, patience and perseverance with which he 


surmounted every obstacle in the way, and suc- 


ceeded in furnishing to the consumer, at alow 
price, a product which is the nearest approach to 
a chemically-pure substance. Messrs. Durand 
and Hugenin, of Basle, have also been quite suc- 
cessful in their efforts to produce an excellent 


commercial product. 


the Alizarine Combination. 


In speaking of the recent eombination 
formed among the alizarine manufactarers 
abroad a writer in the Leipziger Faerber and 
Zeudrucker Zeitung says : 

In No. 16 of your esteemed journal is a notice 
of the confederation recently formed by the 
German manulacturers of alizarine. Permit me 
to add a few remarks and corrections, the 
latter with reference to the statement that ‘the 
agreemcnt will be to the advantage of the con- 
sumer.” 

The fact is that all the manufacturers of 
alizarine (not merely those in Germany) con 
cluded an agreement for the space of two years, 
the chief points of which are as follows: 

1. Only such alizarine may be offered for sale 
as contains not more than twenty percent. of 
dry matter. ° 

2. The price of such 20 per cent. alizarine has 
been fixed at 5°55 marks per kilo. (= about 
2s 6d per Ib.) 

A very high penalty hag been agreed to for any 
departure from these laws, and the whole agree- 
ment is so drawn up that it willscarcely be pos- 
sible to evade its stipulations. 

As the preliminaries to the convention were 
kept very secret, the rise of prices took most 
consumers by surprise, and excited a storm of 
indignation on the one hand on account of the 
enormous rise of prices, which in comparison 
with the former standard amounts to not less 
than 50 per cent. of the value, but also because 
according to the first point of the agreement the 
manufacturer tbrows the risk of the manufac- 
ture upon the consumer. He has, according to 
agreement, to furnish paste containing 20 per 
cent. of dry matter, and the dyer and printer 
must pay for apy non-coloring matter which 
may have remained in the paste asalizgarine. It 
is said that in consequence of this rise of prices, 


a single dye works in Scotland will incur a 
yearly increased outlay for alizarine of £20,000 to 
225,000. 

Outsiders may perhaps think that Turkey red 
dyeing is so lucrative that the additional burden 
will not be felt. Unfortunately this is not so, 

The manufacturers are reminded that certain 
of the patents, ¢. g., those of the Baden Aniline 
Company for America, will shortly expire; and 
that there are other colors as beautifal as 
Turkey red, and much cheaper, if not quite so 


fast.

with excellent results in preventing lead poison- 
iug. 

With regard to painters, many of whom are 
affected with lead disease (to such an extent 
that the lead colic has received the name of the 
painter’s colic), the principal precaution neces- 
sary is cleanliness, since they are exposed to the 
danger arising from white lead dust only while 
mixing the paint; but the same care should be 
taken as to cleanliness as in the case of white 
lead manufacturers. 


The use Of lead pipes for conducting drinking 
water Is very extended, and yet comparatively 
few cases of poisoning result from it. This is 
due chiefly to the fact that certain hard waters 
cause a deposit of insoluble coating consisting 
of lead sulphate and carbonate upon the inner 
surface of the pipe which prevents any further 
action of water upon it, and that the people gen- 
erally have learned the necessity of thoroughly 
emptying the pipe of the water which has stood 
in it for several hours, All waters do not act 
upon lead pipe with equal readiness. As a 
‘rule, the purer the water the more readily does 
it attack metallic lead. Therefore soft waters 
take up the most lead and hard waters the least. 
Hard waters, however, vary in this respect. Ifa 
bard water contains only lime and magnesian 
sulphates and carbonates without any alkaline 
sulphates and carbonates, it has no action upon 
the pipe except to depusit the insoluble coating 
upon its inner surface; if, however, alkaline salts 
are also present, the alkaline takes up a little of 
the lead salt, however hard the water may be. 

Lead cisterns should never be used for con- 
taining drinking water, nor, as a rule should 
lead pipe be allowed to project above the sur- 
face of the water in a well, although in the case 
of most hard waters no serious consequences 
would result. It is better to use {pure block tin 
p pe beneath the surface of the water, soldering 
it on to the lead pipe above the highest level of 
the water in the well. Then only the small 
amount of water which is contained within the 
pipe has an opportunity to attack the lead, and

The Standard Oil Company Strike 
Colors. 


The end of the venture of the Standard Oil 
Company in Columbus has come at last. The 
agency established here last year by Chess, Car- 
ey & Co,, is, we learn, winding up its business, 
and will in a short while, perhaps in a few days, 
fold its tent and move away. The concern we 
are sure has never made anything, not even ex. 
penses, since it was located. It was put here for 
apurpose. Finding they could not accomplish 
the object they had in view the Standard have 
concluded to withdraw it. This is about all 
there is of it. Matters in the oil trade here re- 
main now just as they were before the Chess Car- 
ley Co., opened their store and engaged in the 
business of fighting our merchants, who refused 
to handle their ‘goods, ‘‘on other lines besides 
that of oil."" Perhaps we may say that these 
matters are improved, because of the fact that 
the Standard monopoly have failed to break up 
the Columbus Oil Association and force Colum- 
bus merchants to accept their terms. 

The Oil “Situation” here in fact is decidedly 
encouraging to ull who favor fair dealing and 
who are opposed to monoply. The Standard has 
been beaten, and their is no prospect or likeli- 
hood that it will ever again give the merchants 
of Columbus any trouble.—Jndez. 
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Lead Poisoning.

sources of poisoning and renders the detection 
of the source in some cases exceedingly difficult. 
A brief consideration of some of the practical 
points connected with this subject in your 
columns has seemed to me advisable, on account 
of the liability of every one to the danger of ab- 
sorbing lead into his system from sources little 
suspected. Moreover, a law suit has recently 
occurred, in which a white lead company has 
been sued by a workman, who had contracted 
the disease while in the company’s employ. 

Of the numerous sources of chronic lead 
poisoning, by far the most important, and those 
giving rise to the greatest number of cases, are 
the use of lead carbonate (white lead) in paint- 
ing, and the use of lead, or lead-containing, 
pipe for the conduction of drinking water. 

With regard to the use of white lead asa pig- 
ment, the greatest danger arises during the 
process of its manufacture, and the utmost care 
should be taken by the workmen to prevent the 
inhalation or ingestion of the lead dust, those 
portions of the process, in which the dust is dis- 
seminated throughout the air of the work-room, 
such as the grinding and packing, being the most 
dangerous. With constant care and watchful- 
ness on the part of the workman little fear need 
be apprehended of poisoning, and a new work- 
man should always be informed of the danger 
attending the employment, and instructed with 
regard to the precautions to be taken to prevent 
poisoning. These precautions are chiefly the 
following : 

1. The use of respirators in all work-rooms 
which are liable to be dusty. Any lead-con- 
taining dust coming in contact with the mucous 
membrane of the mouth, nose or throat is natu- 
rally swallowed, dissolved in the gastric juice 
and absorbed. Swallowing is not, however, 
necessary to absorption, since the lead com- 
pound can be absorbed from any surface, even 
through the unbroken skin, although it is ex- 
tremely slow in this way and may be prevented 
by strict attention to cleanliness. 

No article of food or drinks should be brought 
intoa work-room. All food and drink should 
be taken where there is no possibility of it be- 
coming contaminated with lead dust. Before 
partaking of any drink the workman should 
thoroughly rinse out his mouth and throat, 
and should wash his moustache, if he have one. 

3. The workman should not eat any food until 
he has thoroughly washed himself and changed 
his clothing. In some European manufactories 
the workmen are obliged to change all of their 
clothing, before either entering or leaving the 
work-rooms, suitable ante-rooms being provided 
for the purpose, and to thoroughly wash them- 
selves before putting‘oa their clean clothing. 

4. Strict attention to cleanliness, All leed 
cortaining dust should be removed from the 
skin upon leaving the work-rooms so as to pre- 
vent absorbtion through the skin which takes 
place upon long contact. Special attention 
should be paid to the hands, face and head, no 
dust being allowed to remain in the hair or 
beard. 

In some factories sulphuric acid lemonade is 
provided for the mento drink. This may help 
to a certain extent in preventing or delaying the 
absorption of thosé lead compounds which are 
swallowed by forming with themlead sulphate, 
which is insoluble in water and acids, but it 
does not entirely prevent it, because lead sul- 
phate is slightly soluble in the intestinal fluids.

Spirits of Turpentine—No material change has 
taken place since our last, but as this is the most 
important time of the year in this article, all 
movements, although apparently small, have 
especial significance. With this view it is to be 
noted that although the value of spot remains at 
about that of our last issue (6th inst.), say 37/, a 
marked improvement has taken place in value of 
September-December deliveries, which latter 
now stands at 35/as against 33/3@33/6, This 
shows more confidence on the part of operators 
in the future, and a desire on the part of the 
trade to take advantage of comparatively low 
prices. Reports from the States tend to show 
that whilst receipts are larger than last year (as 
was to be expected), yet stocks, owing to the ab- 
solutely bare position of consumers everywhere, 
little or nv accumulation takes place.

pipe and tinned lead pipe are, in my opinion, 
more dangerous than pure lead pipe, since the 
galvanic action setup by contact of the two 
metals increases very much the action of the 
water on the lead. 
































Although the above-mentioned are the two 
principal sources of chronic lead poisoning, they 
are by no means the only ones; these sources are 
so numerous that in certain cases the physician 
finds its very difficult, or even impossible, to 
trace the poison to its source. Any employment 
in which metallic lead or any compound of lead 
is used, is liable to cause chronic lead poisoning. 
Among the more common employments may be 
mentioned working in lead mines, or any mines 
in which plumbiferous ore is handled; working 
with metallic lead, as in the case of plumbers 
and type-setters; the handling of lead com- 
pounds, as in the case of glazers of porcelain and 
pottery ware, manufacturers of enamel, etc. 
The use of lead chromate (chrome yellow) and 
red lead (minium) as pigments; the use of lead 
or any of its compoundsin any cooking utensil, 
or article used for preserving food, especially 
acid fruits and vegetables, which are often put 
up in soldered tin cans. The acid contained in 
some of these—as tomatoes—may easily remove 
a dangerous amount of lead from the solder, if 
eaten frequently during a considerable period. 
The use of lead-containing enamel for lining iron- 
ware to be used for cooking, is very dangerous. 
I have personally known of several cases of 
acute and sub-acute lead poisoning resulting 
from cooking tomatoes in such enamelled iron- 
ware, and one fatal case in an infant, due to 
drinking milk which had been warmed in one of 
these vessels. This particular vessel is in my 
possession, and yields to water, to which a few 
drops of acetic acid have been added, when 
allowed to stand a few hours at the ordinary 
temperature, an amount of lead which might 
produce symptoms of poisoning in an adult. Tie 
addition of lead compounds to articles of food 
or drink—thus many yellow candies are colored 
with lead chromate, and many olive-green ones 
with a mixture of lead chromate and Prussian 
blue. Snuff has been known to be colored with 
lead chromate and with red lead. A not un- 
common source of chronic lead poisoning is the 
cleaning of glass bottles with shot; the greatest 
danger arises in the case of champagne bottles, 
one or more shot sticking in the angle between 
the side and bottom of the bottle, owing to the 
carelessness of the bottle-washer. The carbonic 
or other acid of the wine, malt liquor or cider 
readily removes a dangerous amount of lead 
from the shot, I have in mind a receut case o 
lead colic due to drinking bottled ale, the lead 
being derived from shot left in the bottles. Wine 
is sometimes sweetened by treating it with oxide 
of lead (litharge) or sugar of lead. The use of 
lead pigments for coloring children’s playthings 
is very dangerous, the child being liable to put 
the toy in its mouth and suck off some of the 
poison. The use of spurious (lead-containing) 
tin foil is another source of chronic lead poison- 
ing; some of this foil cunsists chiefly of lead (one 
specimen examined contained about 98 per cent. 
of lead) and is used for wrapping tobacco, 
pressed meat and other substances. There is 
one case of poisoning recorded of a clergy- 
man who was in the habit of using ca- 
chous for a sore throat, between one and 
two boxes being consumed daily; finally, after 
diligent search for the cause of the poisoning, 
it was found that several milligrammes of lead

Chemicals.—The week’s business has witnessed 
very little alteration in its conditions from that 
of its predecessor, though its tendency may be 
reported, if anything, slightly more favorable to 
consumers. Since the conclusion of the last half- 
year buyers have not put forward their inquiries 
with the freedom which might have been ex- 
pected, and in the presence of only an infinitessi- 
mal reduction of production, makers are pressed 
to provide outlets for their goods, hence a dis 
position towards weakness is noticeable in the 
week's quotations for prompt delivery. This 
course is no doubt preferable to allowing stocks 
to increase at works. A few unimportant trans- 
actions for forward delivery are reported, but in 
these also sellers have been compelled to moder- 
ate theirterms. Notwithstanding this somewhat 
unfavorable condition of affairs, matters are in a 
thoroughly healthy state, and a very significant 
increase in demand would produce a pronounced 
effect for good. There is fair promise of activity 
in autumn shipments, and already inquiries are 
numerous. It must be said, however, that the 
offers submitted for this account do not at pres- 
ent tend to encourage business. Caustic Sodas 
continue very quiet, though there is an improved 
shipping demand at the close of the week. Ash 
is less generally firm, there being an increase in 
the number of odd parcels to be had cheap. 
Bleaching Powder has attracted little adaitional 
attention at the reduction. Its position is now 
slightly firmer. Acids are in greater request, and 
seem more disposed to firmness. Suiphate of 
Copper is maintained at the advance, and makers 
are well sold. Limesait is steadier, and sells 
more freely for outward delivery, Arsenic con- 
tinues scarce and dear. 

Minerals.—Brimstone has been in better re- 
quest during the week, and the decrease in the 
number of spot parcels has induced holders to 
strengthen their quotations. Latest Foreign ad- 
vices give the article improving, with a strong 
tendency to higher rates, under the influence of 
considerable local speculation. The exports from 
Sicily last month reached 17,238 tons. The pres- 
ent prices for Best Tnirds range from £4 2s. to 
£5 Gs. 6d. per ton f.0.b. according to port of ship- 
ment. Talo is less plentiful on this side. Bary- 
tes are rather neglected. China Clays are with- 
out change.

Little of interest has transpired during the 
past fortnight, produce has been in fair demand, 
and prices are much as they were when we last 
went to print.

Gambier—Prices have been somewhat un- 
steady owing to variable news from London, the 
market opened at $4.98, touched $5.36 per picul, 
and closes at $5.17 per picul, more sellers than 
buyers. Transactions for the fortnight are put 
at 1000 tons. 

Black Pepper—In the early part of the fort- 
night the demand improved, and supplies not 
being abundant the price advanced to $13 per 
pioul. Since then the demand has slackened, 
but dealers, except in one instance when $13.40 
was accepted, do not care for inuch business at 
$13% per picul. Sales for the fortnight are only 
320 tons, including 100 tons dusty Siam which 
fetched $12 to $12 per picul.

cachous in a single box. The habitual use of some 
hair-dyes is also a frequent source of lead poison- 
ing, many of these compounds consisting of sul- 
phur, sugar of lead. and some fluid, as glycerine, 
water, etc. Some cosmetics also contain a lead 
compound. 

The above enumeration shows how varied are 
the sources of chronic lead diseases, and how 
difficul’ it often is to detect them. A case illus- 
trating this is that of a newspaper editor, who 
was in the habit of sticking his clippings upon 
paper with red wafers which were colored with 
red lead, the wafers being moistened with the 
tongue. A limited epidemic of lead poisoning in 
Paris, was finally traced to a baker’s oven, which 
wa; heated by burning painted wood; the lead 
oxide volatilized by the high temperature was 
deposited upon the bottom of the oven, where it 
eame in contact with the bread. 

It has been said that serious symptoms caused 
by lead have been produced by sleeping in freshly 
painted rooms, but careful investigation has 
shown that this is not the case, but that, where 
sickness has resulted under these circumstances, 
it has been due to the vapor of turpentine or 
benzine, the lead compound being non-volatile at 
the ordinary temperature, and when mixed with 
oil, etc., asin the rorm of paint, not being dis- 
seminated through the air in the form of dust. 

Since the first thing to be done in the treat- 
ment of a case of lead disease is to stop the ab- 
sorption of the lead, the importance of being 
able to detect the source of poisoning is obvious. 

An interesting feature of this disease is the 
varying susceptibility of different individuals. 
Of two members of the same family, exposed to 
as nearly as possible precisely the same influ- 
ences, one may be affected with symptoms of 
lead poisoning in a short time and the other not 
for many months. We cannot say, therefore, 
that because only one member of a family has 
symptoms of lead disease at any given time, the 
others also have not been exposed to the action 
of lead or some of its compounds.—Sanitary En- 
gineer. 





Adulterations of some Ordinary Drugs 
and the Means of Detecting them.* 
BY J, WOODLAND, F. L. 8., &c. 


During the past three or four years, in samples 
of drugs sent to me, I have come across adulter- 


ations, intentional and otherwise, that, 
to the best of my knowledge, have 
not been previously mentioned; so take 


the opportunity of bringing before your 
notice a few’notes on those adulterations, made 
at the time of their 6bservation, and also a few 
samples of such as I have been able to obtain and 
retain. 

Whilst taking a stroll in Devonshire last Easter 
my attention was arrested by noticing a woman 
of the working class in strange attire, stopping 
frequently to pluck certain leaves, of which she 
seemed very particular to select oniy the young- 
est. After some inouiries I learned that she was 
a botanist, and collecting Fax fangeris leaves, 
which,it afterwards turned out, was acorruption 
of foxglove. On my remarking that the leaves 
she had plucked were princjpally those of the 
primrose plant. she freely expressed her sympa- 
thy for my ignorance on the matter,and garnished 
her saying by assuring me that her business was 
better known to herself than to meddlers; but, 
asif to throw out a challenge, asked me to sep- 
arate the leaves of the primrose, if she had any, 
which, after some de'ay, was accomplished; not 
much to her own satisfaction. This little inci- 
dent recalled very forcibly to my memory the 
fact that an old friend of mine—who as far as 
possible, collects his own leaves and roots—had 
written to ask if there was any danger of con- 
founding any other leayes for those of the digit- 
alis plant besides those of the ploughman’s spike- 
nard, or Jnulaconyza, as the preparatioas made 
from his sample were almost, if not quite, inert, 
for which he was at a loss to account. After 
obtaining some of his stock and examining them, 
I found at least 75 per cent. to be leaves of the 
primrose plant, and the rest were tufted annual 
leaves ofthe digitalis. By subsequent corres- 
pondence I ascertained that as he had usually 
seen the digitalis leaves in commerce in tufts, he 
presumed that they were most active in that 
form, and had made no reference 
to the statement in the B. P. as to 
the time of collection. On examining samples 
obtained from other chemists, who, I think, 
were friends of his, the same admixture was dis- 
covered, evidently occasioned by mistake in col- 
lection. In order that detection of primrose 
leaves with those of digitalis, ina fresh or dried 
state, may be made, I have drawn out the sub- 
joined tables, which enumerate the differences 
existing:

My attention was first drawn to this adulteration 
by noticing that a sample of oil which I had by 
mein a bottle minus a cork seemed less fluid 
than other samples which I had been accustomed 
to uve, and also that when dropping from the 
bottls the drops parted with reluctance, instead 
of easily, as they do when pure almond oilis 
used. After shaking with rectified spirit (an 
equal volume) a sensible diminution in the vol- 
ume of the oil was apparent, and suspecting the 
presence of castor oil, I applied the test men- 
tioned in “Pharmacographia” under the head of 
‘Balsam Copailba,”’ for this oil, with the result of 
obtaining the odor of qnanthol very dis- 
tinctly. and after trying a few reagents found 
that solution of ammonia formed a ready test 
for the presence of castor oil in that of 
almonds. If pure almond oil be shaken with half 
its volume of liquor ammoniz fort. B. P. (diluted 
with an equal volume of water), a white emulsion 
is formed, and jf any separation should occur it 
will be at the surface. With castor oil the action 
of solution of ammonia is very slight, as it does 
not emulsify with this reagent at all readily, but 
separates in globules, which on shaken sink to 
to the botton, and if 5 per cent. of castor be pre- 
sent in almond oil, the separation of globules to 
the bottom after shaking with liquor ammonia 
is very evident. To apply the ceanthol test, shake 
the sample with rectified spirit and decant the 
spiritous solution, which should then be evapo- 
rated in a water-bath, after which quicklime and 
a strong solution of caustic soda should be added, 
and the whole heated in a test-tube, when the 
characteristic odor of anthol can be easily de- 
tected, should this sophistication be present ; but 
to be sure of the odor it is best to heat a small 
quantity of castor oil with quicklime and a 
strong solution of caustic soda, so as to have 
primary evidence of the odor. 


The following adulteration was made evident 
during some experiments that were being made 
upon cinchona barks. Happening to heat some 
powdered Carthagena bark (during the process 
of extraction of the alkaloids) with dilute sul- 
phuric acid, I was surprised to notice the odor 
which pervaded the room (faint though it was) 
of cinnamon that was proceeding from the boil- 
ing liquid, and examined the apparatus, &c., to 
see if any traves of cinnamon or cassia bark were 
present, with a negative result. Reference toa 
price-list showed that cinnamon bark would not 
be used to adulterate that of cinchona in powder, 
but that cassia might be so employed, and, ac- 
cordingly, tests were made by means of which 
the presence of this impurity was established. 
The odor proceeding from the decoction of 
Carthagena cinchona was slight, and on 
heating a small quantity of powdered cassia 
found that that was strong, hence I as- 
sumed ‘that the cassia bark must have been al- 
most exhausted of its oil before admixture

Almond oil, owing to its non- 
congealing property, is used for numerous house” 


because if only 4 or 5 per cent of cassia be mixed 
with genuine cinchona bark the odor of the 


former is very evident. 
In order to detect the presence of exhausted 


cassia in cinchona, the most reliable test appears 


to be the heating of the sample with bichromate 
ot potash and dilute sulphuric acid, when, if the 


preceding adulteration be present, the odor of 
oil of bitter almonds is evolved, caused by the 


oxidation of the cinnamic acid left in the bark. 


Of course, exhausted cinnamon bark might be 


used as an adulteration with profit to the mixer, 


but in the present instanve the large amount of 
mucilage precipitated by acetate of lead proved 


that the impurity was that of cassia. 


The last adulteration I have to notify is that of 
magnolia leaves with those of cherry laurel: but 
these I have only seen in the dried state. Whether 
these leaves are confounded with each other in a 
fresh condition I am unable to state, although, as 
the plants grow somewhat alike, and the leaves 
are not very dissimilar, there is a probability of 
D In case of the admixture of 
these two kinds of leaves with each other in the 
dried state, the following characters will serve 
for distinction, though as the magnolia is a much 
rarer shrub than that of the cherry laurel, the 
probability is not very great, and the adultera-

Work of the Tariff Commission. 


On Monday of last week the Commission gave 
a hearing to Mr. John D. Dix, of the firm of Dix 


& Co., one of the oldest drug and chemical mer 


chants in this city. He had no personal axe to 
grind, but he had a personal grievance to state. 
In 1862, when Mr. Morrill was getting up his 
tariff, he sent for the representatives of the drug 
trade, Mr. Dix among the number, and told them 
he wanted them to prepare the figures for taxa- 
tion of drugs and chemicals, and that they must 
put the figures as high as possible, promising 


that, as soon as the war necessities passed away, 
he would use his influence to have the tariff on 


drugs reduced. They had doneso. For 15 years 


he (Mr. Dix) had felt personally injured by the 
fact that neither Mr. Morrill nur anybody else 
had undertaken to revise the tariff except to take 
off a tax here or put on one there to advance some 


private end. Mr. Dix gave various instances of 


the taxation of drugs and chemicals to show how 


absurd the tariff on them was, and how individ- 


uals had taken advantage of prohibitive rates 


and realized large fortunes in the manufacture of 


such drugsand chemicals. In regard to essential 
oils Mr. Dix, complained that the duties had been 
taken off some and retained on others without 
any other reason than personal interest. 
had all been treated alike and put on the free list 
there would have been some reason init. He 
showed how, by the rates of duty en opium and 
morphine, the American makers of morphine 
were realizing immense profits. Then as to qui- 
nine and cinchona bark he complained that the 
representatives of the chemical interest who ap 
peared last week before the commissien had 
tried to create an impression that was not true. 
He thought that Mr. Rubbins was disingenuous 
in saying that his firm had invested $150,000 in 
plant for the manufacture of quinine. Mr. Dix 
did not believe there was so much money invest- 
ed in the plant of the whole five quinine factories 
in the country, and as to their giving employ- 
ment to 500 persons, he did not believe they em- 
ployed one-third of that number. No business 
in the country could so well afford to have its 
profits cut down as the business of making 
quinine. 

He believed that at the present price of bark, 
manufacturers were losing money at $2. for 
quinine. The present stock was large consider- 
ing the rate of consumption. He believed in en- 
couraging the manufacture of quinine in this 
country, and would give the manufacturers 
every possible facility in letting in every raw 
material free, and would give them a small per- 
centage of protection—not more than § per cent. 
The present high price of bark he regarded as 
the result of a corner, which will correct itself 
very speedily. The imposition of a 20 per cent. 
duty would stop importation. 

Mr. Dix’s testimony has called forth the follow- 
ing jietter from Dr. Robbins, to whose testimony, 
published in our last, Mr. Dix referred. 

The press report of the testimony of Mr. John 
D. Dix, in the ‘drug and chemical business,” be- 
fore the Tariff Commission at Long Branch, con- 
tains the following statements (I quote from the 
Herald of August 1):—‘‘As to quinine and cincbona 
bark, he complained that the representatives ot 
the chemical] interest, who appeared last week 
before the commission had tried to create an im- 

ression that was not true; He thought that 

r. Robbins was disingenuous when he said that 
his firm had invested $150,000 in plant for the 
manufacture of quinine. He did not believe that 
there was 80 much money invested in the plant 
of the whole five quinine factories of the country, 
and as to their giving employment to 500 per- 
sons he did not believe that they employed one- 
third of that number.

would take all his statements cum ‘ 
Sufficient notice, however, has been taken. of the 
matter by the daily journals to make a reply ne- 


cessars. 

The statement to which Mr. Dix takes objec- 
tion is the following (I quote from reports to the 
Herald): “‘ Mr. Kenner inquired as to the amount 
of capital invested in the manufacture of quin- 
ine in this country, and Mr. Robbins said it was 
a difficult question to answer. His own firm pro- . 
duced 200,000 ..zs of quinine per annum,and had 

robably $150,000 invested in the business.” 
Kir. Dix has misrepresented my statements b: 
wome I stated my plant was worth $150, 
and that the entire plunt of all the quinine man- 
ufacturers in the United States were in the ag- 
gregate not worth this sum. ‘“‘Plaut,” in the 
sense in which Mr. Dix uses ‘t is not laid down 
in Webster's dictionary, and may be construed 
intomany meanings. The statement I made, 
however, in direct auswerto Mr. Kenner’s ques- 
tion was that our firm had prubably $150,000 
capital invested in the business of the manufac- 
ture of quinine, which was too low an estimate. 

Mr. Dix was ut the meeting of the Taritf Com- 
mission at the time my statement was made and 
he made no reply in my presence. I siall take 

leasure in preseuting to a a of the 
Tariff Commisston or of the Herald proofs of the 
statements which I made if desired. 

CHARLES A. ROBBINS. 

On Thursday Mr. Joseph Campbell, of New 
York, argued in favor of putting on the free list 
sulphur ore for the manufacture of sulphuric 
acid for fertilizers. He said that about half of 
the chemical fertilizers used in this country were 
composed of sulphuric acid. There were 700,- 
000 tons of chemical fertilizers annually manu- 
factured in this country, and in that quantity 
there were 300,000 tons of sulphuric aci}. The 
present source of sulphuric acid was Sicilian 
brimstone, which costs about $32 perton. The 
cost of sulphuric acid to the manufacturer of 
fertilizers was from $9 to $10 per ton. In Eng- 
land brimstone was not used as the source of 
sulphuric acid for fertilizers, but sulphur ore im- 
ported from Spain. Six hundred thousand tons 
of sulphur ore went to England annually for the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid for agricultural 
fertilizers, and acid from that source cost the 
English manufacturer only about $6 a ton. It 
costs the American manufacturer, who had to 
make it from Sicilian brimstone, $10 per ton, 
He was, therefore, under a great disadvantage in 
competing with the English manufacturers; and 
the English had begun to send their fertilizers 
(on which there was no duty) to America. They 
had sent 80,000 tons here within the last twelve 
mvunths. Mr. Campbell proposed that sulphur 
ore, which is composed half of iron and half of 
sulphur, and which contains 1 per cent. of copper, 
which makes it useless fur all purposes of iron, 
shall be put on the free list. 


Mr. Garland inquired whether sulphur ore was 
imported here for any other purpose than to 
make sulphuric acid. Mr. Campbell replied that 
none had ever beer imported; and that pure sul- 
phuric acid fur medical purposes could not be 
made from it because it contained a trace of ar- 
senic. In reply to further inquiries he said that 
the effect of his proposition would be to cheapen 
fertilizers. They were 25 per cent. cheaper in 
England than in the United States. Instead of 
the United States importing 80,000 tons of super- 
phosphate they ought to export it, as they held 
the key to the situation in containing the only 
mineral phosphate deposit inthe world. The 
present price of superphosphate, as between the 
manufacturer and the farmer, was from $20 to 
$30 per ton. The dealer obtained it cheaper, 
buying it in large quantities. If sulphur ore were 
put on the free list the reduction in the normal 
price of fertilizers would be from 10 to 20 per 
cent. Theiron pyrites and the sulphur pyrites 
discovered in this country were too chemically 
impure to allow sulphuric acid to be made from 
them econumically. The introduction of sulphur 
ore would only displace Sicilian brimstone. It 
would not displace any substance produced in 
the United States. 


On Friday, Mr. Charles Price, of the Gold-beat- 
ers’ Union of New York, advocated the increase 
of the daty on gold-leaf from $150 per pack of 
500 leaves to $2 50 per pack. He asked thisin 
the interest of the workers of gold. and explained 
that, under the present rate of duty, manufactur: 
ers could not afford to pay gold-beaters any bet- 
ter wages than they now had, and these were 
fully 25 per cent. lower than the wages paid to 
other skilled mechanics. Four months ago thelr 
wages had been reduced 18 per ceut., because it 
was demonstrated to them, that gold-leaf could 
be imported at a less cost than it could be made 
here. As artisans, gold-beaters required a high- 
er degree of intelligenee than the average me- 
chanic, and yet while the estimated wages of 
brick-layers were $600, painters $550, and of 
carpenters $550, those of gold-beaters were only 
$132, and those of the women employed inthe 
trade, $234. He thought that if the duty on gold 
leaf were increased, as he proposed, their em- 
ployers would give them an advance of wages, 
so that they might average $650 ayear. Under 
existing circumstances there was no chance of 
any advance of wages. They had figured upon 
it and fouud itcould not take place. To an im- 
quiry astothe number of persong employed in : 
the business, Mr. Price said there were about 
1,200 men, women and boys. 
could not, with the wages they received, live in a 
sfyle that was even half decent. And yet they 
dared not demand an advance in wages, because 
if they did their employers would have to import 
gold-leaf. The proposed increase of duty would 
be of great advantage to the journeymen and of 
none to the manufacturer. Thomas Hicksog

of New York made a short statement on the 
same subject and to the same effect. 

After an hour’s recess a hearing was given to 
Mr. O. B, Smith, of the firm of J. Lee Smith & Co, 
of New York, importers of paint materials, in 
favor of the reduction of the duty on white lead, 
red lead, litharge, Paris white, and whiting, Chi- 
na clay, linseed oil, venetian red, ochre and oche- 
ryearths. Mr. Smith recommended a duty of 
Usgcents a pound on white lead instead of the 
present rate of about 68 per cent.; 25 per cent on 
red lead instead of about 86 per cent.; 25 per 
cent. on litharge iustead of about 79 per cent.; 
25 per cent. on Paris white instead of about 256 
per cent.; 25 per cent. on China clay instead of 
about 76 per cent ;15 cents per gallon on linseed 
oil instead of 30 cents; Venetian red free of duty 
instead of 25 per cent; ochres and ochery earth 
free of duty instead of 14 cent per pound. These 
he said, were but a few instances of the exorb- 
itant rates of duty charged on this class of goods 
Asfully 75 per cent. of paints and colors was 
used for the preservation of wood and iron work 

principally inthe country, the whole list ought 
to be admitted at arate of duty not exceeding 
25 per cent. Healso recommended the repeal of 
what is known as the “similitude” section, 
which had caused much trouble in this particular 
line of goods, and the adoption of Mr. French's 
suggestion for the creation of a Customs Court. 
He favored specitic instead of ad valorem rates.

Quinine, Dutiable and Free. 


The first testimony that was given be- 
fore the Tariff Commission by the quinine 
manufacturers drew from Mr. J.S. Moore 
a characteristic criticism, to which Dr. R. 
V. Mattison, of Philadelphia, has replied, 
at some length, in the columns of the 
Evening Post, Mr. Moore’s organ. Dr. 
Mattison says : 

Mr. Moore begins his statistics in July of the 
year 1876, which all of us remember as covering 
a season of very high temperature (the average 
in New York city during July, 1876, having been 
83.358 deg. F.) and much malaria. In 1877. 
when, as Mr. Moore states, the average price of 
sulphate of quinine was $3.76 per ounce for the 
year, he leads your readers to infer that the 
duty of twenty per cent. was the cause of this 
high price. Your correspondent is so evidently 
unfair in his arguments, and the reasons he 
gives are so erroneous, that he should not be 
permitted to use the columns of the New York 
press to the prejudice of the quinine or any 
other industry, unless the statements which he 
makes bear some approximation to the actual 
known facts. Inthe year 1877 the lowest price 
for English quinine in London was 10s, or say 
$2.50 per ounce, whils the highest price was 
16s 6d. (See Public Ledger, London.) Now, will 
Mr. Moore be good enough to tell us what made 
quinine high in London and Paris and Dresden 
and all over the civilized world in 1877? And 
will he also tell us, if the same cause affected 
the price ip the United States as it did in Eng- 
land, where both quinine and the chemicals used 
in making it are free? Now let us take the year 
1878, and let me ask Mr. Moore, if he does not 
know now, that while the price of American 
quinine to the retail drug trade averaged $3.54 
per ounce, the price of English quinine in the 
English market averaged equally as high, or 
higher.! (See Public Ledger, London.) Let me 
ask Mr. Moore if it is not a fact that the price of 
English quinine from the English manufacturer 
in London was not 15s, or $3.75 per ounce during 
a great portion of the season of 1878? If this is 
a fact, as such an accomplished statistician as 
Mr. Moore can easily ascertain by referring to 
the records published in the London commercial 
papers, will Mr. Moore kindly let the readers of 
the Yvening Post into the actual cause of such 
high prices in Lendon, now, that he has given us 
ao clearly the cause of the high price in the 
United States during the samc period? 

I should be pleased to have Mr. Moore explain 
in what manner the American manufacturers of 
sulphate of quinine were able to keep the price 
of this article at from $310 to $460 per ounce 
under a duty of twenty per cent. when the price 
of foreign quinine, as he desires the readers of 
the Hvening Post to infer, was not above the 
present rate of say $2. How, let me ask, was it 
possible for three years to keep the price of Am- 
erican quinine from $1 to $2 per ounce above the 
price at which foreign quinine could be import- 
ed, if we are to believe the statistics furnished 
iby Mr. Moore? Wiih such a profit to be made in 
importing the article, does it not show a sleepi- 
mess on the part of New York importing mer- 
chauts that they are not generally credited with, 
that lead them to import in the year 1878 only 

7,549 ounces, when the sale was upwards of a 
million ounces, and the importers could have 
easi.y. made, acoording to Mr. Moore, from one 
to two millions of dollars on the importation of 
sulphate of quinine alone? Mr. Moore says he 
“has been persistently fighting for twelve years 
forfree quinine.” That takes us back to the 
year 1870. Let us begin at the year 1871 and see 
what was the average price of American quinine 
during those years in which he has been “ fight- 
ing so persistently,” but yet, at the same time is 
0 enspomaly careful to avoid:

Hence the average price of quinine for the year 
1871 under a ‘twenty per cent. protective tariff 
was $2 4744 perounce. The average price under 
‘* free quinine” for the past three years, as given 
by Mr. Moore, is $2 53. Weare paying more as 
consumers under free quinine than we dit un- 
der the twenty per cent. tariff. Let us look now 
at another year’s prices, which Mr. Moore in his 
statistical contributions shuns as carefully as he 
would the deadliest fever of the Campus Martius, 
and glance at the average prices for the year

But it gets worse and worse. Let me direct 
Mr. Moore’s attention to the first six months of 
the year 1876, as he has been so very careful to 
begin his statistics with July of that year. Let 
us begin with January:

Then it appears from 
this that the charity hospitals and fever stricken 
of the land during the past three years have lost 
twenty-three cents per ounce, or, supposing 
they only consumed 4,000,000 ounces—although

—then these suffering, fever-stricken patients 
have, through your “persistent fighting,’ been 
obliged by you to pay a round million as a bonus 
to foreign manufacturers of sulphate of qui- 
nine, have they not? Or did our grasping manu- 
facturers contribute this little amount from 
their own pockets in the years when quinine was 
protected by a twenty per cent. duty? The 
grand average for six years of protected (twenty 
per cent. ad valorem) quinine is $2.49 per ounce.

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I presume, as Mr. Moore began his ‘fighting so 
persistently’ about the year 1870, that the hard- 
ships endured by the fever-stricken prior to that 
date were such as to enlist hissympathy. Let us 
then turn to the published records, and see 
what these grasping cormorants, surnamed the 
quinine oligarchy, which I believe is Mr. Moore’s 
favorite descriptive epithet, had the cheek to 
charge for their product for any number of years 
prior to the monthly statistics here given:

Pertinent figures, are they not, Mr. Moore? 
Will you kindly explain how it is that as the 
price always ‘“‘depends on the infamous tariff, 
and that the duty is always added to the price,” 
the price of sulphate of quinine under a twenty 
per cent. ad valorem duty was so much lower 
than it now is with the duty removed? However 
much Mr. Moore may exult at the present condi- 
tion of the quinine industry, none knows better 
than he that there is no manufacturing industry 
in this country which has been established for 
sixty years that would permit this market to be 
supplied to the extent of two-thirds with a for- 
eign product unless there was some circumstance 
or circumstances that prevented successful com- 
petition with the foreign product. In the first 
nine months of the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1882, there were imported and entered for con- 
sumption 649,186 ounces of foreign made sul- 
phate of quinine, giving a total for the year, 
taking this as a fair average, of 865,956 ounces. 
During this period there has not been abovea 
million ounces consumed in the United States, 
and the American quinine factories have not 
produced, I think, more than one-sixth of their 
capacity. 

The American quinine manufacturers cannot 
run their works under the present conditions of 
legislation. None knows better than Mr. Moore 
the conditions under which they are placed. 
There is not a quinine factory in the United 
States manufacturing quinine alone, as is the 
rule abroad. It could not exist here under pre- 
sent legislation. There is not a factory here but 
what has a large business in other articles. 
There is no reader of the Hvening Post that can 
dery the right of the quinine manufacturers to 
be treated as all other manufacturers are treated 
by the policy of the Government.

Artificial Vanilla From Pine Sap. 


Under the name of givcosides or saccharides are 
designated such substances as are susceptible of 
being changed under the influence of hydrating 
agents into sugar, and some other variable sub- 
stances, according to circumstances. These 
principles are met with in the barks, roots, 
leaves, fruits and fluids of many plants, among 
which we find some that are very active medici- 
nal agents—those that are bitter, as in the case 
of salicin—tanning and coloring materials, and 
finally bodies analogous to phlorizin and amyg- 
dalin. To these substances, which have long 
been known, there has been added within the 
last twenty-five years, a new glucoside, con ferin, 
which is found, in notable quantities in plants 
belonging to the numerous family of cehifers 
This conifern was discovered by Hartig, in 1861, 
in the descending sap of the Larix Huropea, and 
its presence was afterwards detected in all the 
pines and firs. 


In 1866 M. Kuhel, of Holzminden, prepared it 
in a state of purity and proved that it was a 
glucoside. Finally, in 1874, Messrs. Haarmann 
and Tiemann demonstrated that coniferin, un- 
der the influence of oxidizing agents, properly 
chosen, might be transformed into vanillin, 
which is nothing else than the aromatic principle 
of the vanilla bean. This -discovery afforded 
another proof of the power of chemistry to 
create synthetically substanccs that are gene 
rated under the vital processes in organic bodies, 
and gives a certain industrial importance to this 
stance. Within the last few years, in the forests 
of Northern Germany, they have collected coni- 
ferin by the hundreds of kilograms. As its 
price is still somewhat high, it will be seen that 
it becomes a secondary product of rosinous 
woods that is not to be despised, especially 
as its preparation is quite simple, It is as fol- 
lows : 

In the spring, and all through the summer, 
when they are cutting down trees, they take off 
the branches and then the, bark. The sap, or 
cambium, is gathered by scraping the trunk 
with some sharp instrument, a scraper or knife, 
wiping off the dripping substance, from time to 
time, with a coarse sponge, and squeezing it into 
atin pail. It is necessary to scrape the trees as 
soon as they are peeled, because if much time is 
allowed to lapse between the two operations the 
evaporation is so rapid that the juices become 
hard and cannot be gathered. So, in like man- 
ner, there should not be more than a day or two 
lost in peeling after the trees are felled, and, in 
general, the quicker these operations follow each 
other the better is the yield. A woman will 
gather 34 pints of this sapinaday. A tree of 
medium size and in vigorous growth ordinarily 
yields from 4 to 5 liters of sap. When the soil 
is fertile and a little damp, the tree in full vigor 
and not tao old, it may sometimes yield from 7 
to 8 liters of sap. The temperature ofthe air has 
much influence upon the yield, which is always 
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greater in warm and damp weather than when 
cold and dry north or east winds prevail. The 
sap appears as a white, milky and clouded liquid, 
holding more or less of impurities, such as spcckg 
of moss or splinters of chips. In its normal con- 
dition it contains a peculiar sugar, albumen and 
coniferin. If left in this condition but a d zen 
hours, in a summer temperature, it will pass into 
active fermentation, in which most of the coni- 
ferin would be lost. It therefore becomes neces. 
sary, to avoid this, within at most five or six 
hours after gathering, to boil the sap in a kettle 
for ten or fifteen minutes to coagulate the al- 
bumen which it contains. The boiling liquid is 
then strained through a bag of coarse wool, 
flannel, or swanskin, and the filtered liqui! ig 
then evaporated down to one-fifth of its original 
volume. The liquid thus evaporated is clear 
and of a yellowish color. It is set aside to cool 
ina quiet place for the night, and allowed to 
deposit its little white crystals of conifern 
To gather these the liquid is poured upon a cloth, 
and when the crystals have sufficiently drained 
they are pressed to force out the brown syrup, 
which discolors them and prevents them from 
drying. 

The preparation of coniferin requires three 
very simple operations, viz.: 1. The boiling of 
the crude sap for ten minutes, and then its strain- 
ing to separate the albumen and accidental im- 
purities from the conifern and the sugar. 2. Its 
evaporation and subsequent cooling, to cause 
the coniferin to crystallize. 3. Filtering and 
pressing, to separate the crystals from the sugary 
syrup, and the drying of the crystals. All of 
these operations may be performed easily and 
cheaply by unskilled labor. The silver fir con- 
tains considerable coniferin.

Prices May 1 were £97; on June 1, £97 10/, 
and on July 1 they were lower—£89. They ad- 
vanced again, however, going far beyond pre- 
vious figures. The production of tin throughout 
the world in 1881 was 38,713 tons, against 36,- 
904 tons in 1880. The consumption in 1881 is es- 
timated to have been 32,000 tons in Europe and 
9000 tons in the United States. But the visible 
supply, January 1, 1882, having been no less 
than 18,736 tons, a tin famine does not appear 
imminent. Consumption, in fact, has rather 
fallen away than otherwise, in the opinion of the 
London Jronmonger. These facts accepted, it is 
difficult to see any other than a speculative cause 
for the course of tin.

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Chinese Medicinal Products. 
We take the following from our esteemed 
contemporary the Chemist and Druggist : 


Medicines enter very largely into the economy 
of trade inthe Flowery Land, constituting, in- 
deed, one of its most important branches. Not 
only are considerable quantities of foreign drugs 
imported—frequently from 1 to 2 percent. of 
the entire value, but the commerce in local 
medicines between district and district is so 
enormous as to upset and astound all Western 
ideas. 


Ginseng, or Panaz, forms the chief article of 
import in the medicinal line, some 200 to 300 
tons weight being entered at the foreign customs 
alone, while an equally large quantity enters un- 
registered in junks clearing at the native custom 
houses. The value of this importation amounts 
to something very considerable, but, as the price 
varies so greatly, according to the quality of 
root most in demand in each year, it is quite im- 
possible to make any approximate estimate even. 
Thus in 1877 only 2,990 piculs,* valued at 1,003,- 
585 Haikwan taels,t were taken, whereas the 
supply in 1880 reached 3,614 picu's, but is only 
recorded as worth 451,737 taels, or less than 
one-half. The Chinese ascribe the most extraor- 
dinary properties to this drug, holding it to be 
a certain panacea against every ill to which 
human nature is susceptible. In their pharma- 
coposia it unquestionably takes the first place, 
and few other medicines, whether local or im- 
ported are used except in combination with it

+The Haixwan tael is nominally worth 6s 8d, 


but varies according to the value of silver, 
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in some form or other. The wild native root 
found in Manchuria is the most prized of all, 
almost fabulous sums being given to secure it. 
Exactly 2 piculs 95 catties were exported from 
Newchwang in 1580, and yet this small quantity 
was nominally worth H. K. Tis. 10,053, or say 
about £7 5s per lb, all round, One specimen, 
weighing 2 2-3 lbs, was sent to Hong Kong, It 
was valued at 141 Haikwan taels, equal to about 
a sovereign an ounce. Next in repute is Corean, 
first quality. then Japanese, then Corean, second 
quality, and then the cultivated Manchurian 
root. First quality Corean fs worth as an article 
of commerce about £3 2s 6d to £3 10s per Ib; 
second quality about one-fourth that price. 
Japanese in bulk from 700 to 1500 taels per picul, 
or about the same as best Corean, while the imi- 
tation, Manchurian fetches 2/5 per lb. Large 
quantities of crude American are also imported 
on account of its low price, about 180 Haikwan 
taels per picul, while a commoner kind known as 
“beard” ginsing realises a fifteenth of that price, 
sometimes less. 

Whether this drug does or does not possess any 
rare medical virtues is still open to question. 
Foreign physicians, almost without exception, 
are against it, saying it is of little or no use what- 
ever, and repeated tests have fully borne out this 
view. On the other hand, the Chinese, a very 
practical race by-the-way, still swear by its prop- 
erties, prescribing it, if possible, more freely than 
100 years ago. However, we have no intention 
to enter into this controversy, but it is open to 
suggest whether climatic and racial peculiarities 
may not have something to do with the asserted 
divergence in results attained. 


China exports camphor (from the island of 
Formosa entirely); rhubarb, chiefly from Shensi 
and Szechwan; nutgalls, cassia lignea, and cassia 
oil in very considerable quantities; her chief 
markets for these commodities being Europe, 
America,and Japan. In the year 1880 the re- 
spective exportation of piculs was: Camphor, 
12,327 piculs, worth 100,679 Haikwan taels; rhu- 
barb, 6,615, valued at 232,278 taels; nutgalls 
23,330, valued at 227,605 taels; cassia buds, 
lignea, and twigs, 38,285 piculs, value unknown. 
In addition to the above there was a moderate 
export of castor oil, cassia oil, and cassia-leaf 
oll, These figures by no means represent the 
entire trade, omitting all conveyed overland into 
Rassia, or by native junks. Among other Chinese 
products familiar to English druggists are galan- 
gal, safflower, used extensively by the natives as 
a medicine, as well as for its more proper pur- 
pose, dyeing; licorice, senna-seed, arsenic, alum 
(white and green), potash. juniper berries, 
juniper-seed oil, sandalwood oil, aniseed 
oil, and turmeric. All these are ex- 
ported to foreign countries, and form regular 
departments of trade. In addition to these, 
however, 28,676 piculs of local medicines were 
sent out to Hong Kong and elsewhere for the 
use of Chinese families settled abroad. Rhubarb 
ismostly grown in Shensi and Szechwan and 
Honan. The former is the most valuable, vary- 
ing from 20 to 60 taels per picul, the best quali- 
ties being furnished from the district of Kan- 
chow. Szechwan rhubarb is smaller and rougher 
and possesses little of the same fragrance. The 
value also proves inferiority, ranging from as 
low as 5 taelsup to only 30 taels per picul. The 
remarkable difference in quality is said to be at- 
tributable entirely to the dissimilarity in soil and 
climate between the two provinces, and not from 
any difference in the method of cultivation or 
subsequent preparation. Of this rhubarb about 
two-thirds finds its way to England, either direct 
or via Hong Kong, and the residue chiefly to 
Japan, 

Mr. Detring, Commissioner of Customs at 
Tientsin, writes upon rhubarb as follows: ‘“‘Rhu- 
barb is the dried root of a genus of plants, the 
Rheum, undoubtedly indigenous in China, grow- 
ing wild in most of the northern and western 
provinces, as well as Thibet, but which is no- 
where, so far asI can ascertain, brought under 
cultivation. The roots are dug up when from 
six to seven years old, just before the flowering 
season, which occurs during the third or foruth 
moons, and again during the seventh and eighth 
moons, after the seed has ripened. They are 
then peeled and cut in lengths measuring from 
4to 5inches, bored through the middle, placed 
on strings, and hurg up to dry. This process, 
however, seems to be only applied to the larger 
and better roots, as the sections of thin roots 
that form the bulk of the cheaper grades met 
with here have seemingly received no further 
Care than a thorough drying. The rhubarb ex- 
ported from Tientsin is produced in the north- 
western districts of Chihli, in Honan, Shensi and 
Kansuh. Itis not improbable also that some of 
the best is brought from Thibet by merchants 
following in the wake of the Tribute and Goy- 
ernment caravans passing to and fro. It varies 
greatly in quality, and bears external evidence 
of being the product not only of widely different 
tracts of country, but distinct varieties of the 
Rheum plant, There is reason to believe, too, 
that some of the inferior quality is the root 
of the dock-plant, Yangt 1, which, on account 
of its resemblance to that of the Rheum, is 
honored by the name of ' rhubarb, and 
sold as such. The great difference in value 
Would alone seem to point towards such an as- 
sumption. The following are the best known 
varieties of rhubarb in this market: Heining, 
which stamps it as coming from the place of that 
Name in Kansuh, and Chungchi, worth from 15 
taels upwards; the next grades, Chibuang and 
Taihuang, are worth from 3 taels, and Shanhu- 
ang only 2.60 taels per picul. The best of the 
former is firm in texture, dry, of good weight, 
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A Method for the Analysis of Mustard. 
BY ALBERT R. LFEDS AND EDGAR EVERHART, 

So far as is known, there has been only 
ene attempt made to analyze mustard by 
its separate constituents. Hassell, in his 
book on Food, its Adulterations and the 
Method for their Detection, proposes an 
analysis, partly direct and partly indirect 
His method, and the results obtained by 
it, are those most quoted both in English 
and foreign: books and journals. 

His plan of analysis is as follows: The 
moisture and ash are determined as ordi- 
narily, and the oil by extracting with ether. 
The myronate of potash is estimated by 
taking advantage of its weil known reaction 
with the myrosine contained in the must- 
ard flour, in presence of water. Forty or 
fifty grains of the mustard are allowed to 
digest for twenty-four hours, with about 
250 cc. of water in a well-corked flask. At 
the end of that time all the myronate of 
potash will have been decomposed by the 
ferment myrosine into glucose, sulphate of 
potash and mustard oil (allylthiocarba- 
mide), according to the equation CioHisK 
NS2010—CeH1206 plus KHS04 plus O4Hs 
NS. The contents of the flask are distilled, 
and all of the allylthiocarbamide goes over 
with the water vapor. The end of the con- 
denser dips below the surface of some strong 
ammonia water to prevent loss of the vola- 
tileoil. When no more oily drops come 
over with the distillate, the receiver and 
its contents are removed and allowed to 
stand until the allylthiocerbamide has com- 
bined with the ammonia, forming thiosin- 
namine (C4H5NS.NH3). The solution is 
evaporated to dryness in a tared platinum 
dish, and from the amount of thiosinna-

“Turkey rhubarb.” Russia has entirely lost this 
prized monoply, and the quantity now conveyed 
there overland is supposed to be quite insignifi- 
cant. 

Camphor, so far as China is concerned, is found 
exclusively in the island of Formosa, and its con 
quest from the savages inhabiting the interior is 
a matter attended with grave danger and con- 
stant loss of life. This, and the distance the 
camphor wood has to be conveyed to the port of 
Tamsuli, tends to keep up its price. One point in 
connection with this trade will prove of interest 
to European buyers. Campbhor, it is well known, 
evaporates terribly in transit, never mind how 
carefully it may be packed. Oarrying out their 
old character for ingenuity in adulteration, the 
Chinese have discovered a method of adding to 
its weight while at the same time preventing 
waste. A plant known as the rattan creeper is 
found in the interior. When digested in hot 
water it yields a glue which is mixed with the 
camphor, and water is then added to the tub 
containing the mixture. The glue adds weight 
to the article and stays evaporation. So “manu- 
factured” camphor will keep for two months 
without loss, but naturally its quality is injured 
and its usefulness impaired. When mixed in 
moderate quantities, as was first of all the case, 
the presence of this féreign body could only be 
detected by fire, but latterly, however, from 30 
to 40 per cent. of glue has been added, rendering 
the camphor unfit for use and in some cases ab- 
solutely unsaleable. 


Regarding local medicines, suffice it to say 
their name is legion. In the Ningpo trade report 
for the year 1880 there appear the names of 
no less than 109 different sorts, all more 
or less consequential articles of commerce. Yet 
this does not nearly exhaust the list ; the returns 
from Wuhu certify to 32 kinds, very few of 
which can be found in the longer Ningpo list. 
Newchwang, again, deals in 34 medicines, 
mostly of a differeut character, while Hankow 
furnishes a tally rivalling that of the first-named 
port. Wherever we turn the story is much the 
same; indeed, to quote a writer on Chinese 
medicines, “the varieties and quantities in use 
seems surprising to the uninitiated, but 
probably little of it is illusory with 
so practical a people as the _ Chi- 
nese.” Naturally, it is impossible to give an 
account of these medicines, but we may mention 
a few of the chief, reserving to some future oc- 
casisn a description of them. First in importance 
is Paichu (Atractylodes nora spec), of which there 
are several kinds and qualities, the best, known 
as Yuchu, being worth about 40 taels per picul: 
A wild kind, however (Yehpaichu), is supposed 
to possess extraordinary medicinal properties, 
and demands fancy prices from its excessive 
scarceness. Paichu is said to be a most effective 
stimulant and tonic remedy, and, in combination 
with other medicines, is prescribed for innumer- 
able complaints. Maitung (Ophiopogon Japonicus) 
is another favorite remedy, and is used as a tonic 
and mild stimulant, and in cases of vomiting, 
sppitting of blood, and lung diseases. Peimu or 
Tupei (Uvdaria liliacea), worth 4 taels, and a 
higher quality from Hankow, known as Ch’uan- 
pei (Uvularia grandiflora), worth 100 to 140 taels 
the picul, are used in fevers, coughs, dysentery, 
hemmorhage, calculus, and administered to wo- 
men after childberth as a stimulant to the mam- 
mary glands; also in oil diseases, and as an 
ointment for cutaneous sores. Among the other 
fashionable medicines are Yujow (Cornus off- 
cinalis) 10 taels ; Yuan’hu, or Yen’huso (Corydalis 
ambigua) 5 to 8 taels; used as a blood puritier 
and as a remedy in female complaints; Yuan- 
sheng, black ginseng, 4 taels; a tonic prescribed 
in cases of fever, diseases of the heart, liver, and 
kidneys. Yujow, alluded to above, is one of the 
best known medicines, and is prescribed for 
many complaints, such as fevers, disorders of the 
sexual parts, worms, and is supposed to give 
relief even in cases of deafness. T’iench’i and 
Matou-ling are also held in high repute, the for- 
mer by the Chinese soldiers in Formosa, and the 
latter as a remedy for pulmonary complaints. 
Neither of these medicines are mentioned in Dr. 
Porter Smith’s work, and their botanical names 
have not yet been fixed. 

Undermentioned is a list of other leading drugs 
with some brief particulars :— 

Tangkuei (Avralia edulis), 12 to 23 taels. De- 
biiity aud female disorders. 

Tangshen (Campanula), 7 to 20 taels, Tonio.

T’uchung (Zuonymus Japonicus), 50 to 100 taels.

For tha reasons above detailed, the fol- 
lowing attempt was made to work out a 
method for the analysis of mustard, which 
should be direct throughout, and should 
rest on an actual separation and estimation 
of the several constituents. The moisture 
and ash are determined as usual. The 
mustard oil is extracted with ether in the 
following manner: A weighed portion of 
mustard, afier drying at 105°, is carefully 
brushed into a plaited filter. The filter 
and its conterts are placed in a tunnel 
with straight sides. ‘I'he stem of the fun- 
nel is connected by means of a well-fitting 
cork, with a small tared flask partially 
filled with ether, while the funnel itself is 
connected with an upright condenser. On 
cautiously boiling the ether, its vapor is 
constantly condensed, and, falling on the 
mustard, extracts the oil which is retained 
in the flask.. When all-of. the oil is re- 
moved, the ether is distilled off, and the

But as myrosine contains about 1°6 per 
cent. of sulphur, further calculations are 
necessary. Such calculations may or may 
not yield correct results, for one has as 
much right to calculate all the remaining 
sulphur first into myrosine, or all the ni- 
trogen into either myrosine or sulphocya- 
nide ot sinapine, as the sulphur into the 
last named compound, The results cannot 
be calculated algebraically because there is 
only one equation, and this equation has

After all the sulphocyanide of 


extracted, the contents of the flask are 
rinsed into a tared platinum dish, evapo- 
rated to dryness, dried at 105° and weigh- 
ed. The difference of weight before and 
after ignition gives the total amount of sul- 
phocyanide of sinapine and myronate of 
potash. Subtracting the amount of the 
amount of the latter, the difference is the 
amount of sulphocyanine of sinapine. 

After the extraction with alcohol, the 
filter containes only the myrosine and cel- 
lulose, together with a little coloring mat- 
ter. The alcohol is allowed to evaporate 
spontaneously, and then the myrosine and 
cellulose are treated in the cold with a 
per cent. soda solution. The solution con- 
taining the myrosine is decanted through 
a weighed filter, and the residue is treated 
again in the same manner. By this treat- 
ment all the myrosine is obtained in solu- 
tion. The cellulose on the filter is dried, 
weighed, and the ash weighed. The dif- 
ference between the two weights gives the 
cellulose. 

The solution containing the myrosine is 
just neutralized with dilute hydrochloric 
acid, and about 50 ce. of Ritthausen’s cup- 
ric sulphate solution added. The solution 
is then exactly neutralized with dilute soda, 
and the heavy green precipitate of the 
compound of eopper and myrosine allowed 
to settle to the bottom of the beaker. 

The precipitate 1s collected on a weigh- 
ed filter and dried at llu~. After drying, 
the weight of the precipitate is taken. It 
is then ignited and the ash weighed, the 
difference giving the total amount of my- 
rosine. 

The two following analysis of a sample 
of brown mustard farina were made simul- 
taneously. Afterwards a third analysis 
was made on the same sample:

The sulphur was likewise determined by 
fusing with alkaline carbonates and nitrates 
and precipitating with barium chloride.

1-489 per cent. Calculating the amounts 
of nitrogen and sulphar in the myronate 
of potash, the sulphocyanide of sinapine 
and the myrosine, we find nitrogen, 5342 
per cent., and sulphur, 1:50 per cent.

compared with the indirect method. 

If the mustard is adulterated with starch 
or flour, the foregoing scheme of analysis 
may be used as well in the case of pure 


maustard. After the extzaction of the oil 


with ether, and the sulphocyanide of 
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sinapine and myronate of potash with al- 
cohol, tie residue may be treated either 
with malt extract or with acids under pres- 
sure to convert the starch into glucose. 
The glucose may be estimated as usual, 
Fearing that starch was not entirely in- 
soluble in dilute alcohol, and not being 
able to learn anything on the subject from 
books, an experiment was made of boiling 
starch for some time in a mixture of half 
aloohol and half water. The boiling liquid 
was filtered hot, and to the filtrate a few 
drops of iodine solution added, 
coloration taking place, the starch may be 
considered insoluble in dilute alcohol, and 
hence could not intertere in the determin- 
ation of the sulphocyanide of sinapine and 
myronate of potash.
